Mrs. W. G. Jones, wbosc maiden name 'was 
Julia A. Wagstaff, was born April 15, 1828, 
at. Chatham, Bng. Her father was a mu- 
sician, stationed at Bermuda with an English 
regiment. She came to America with her 
fuilier, mother and sister on a sailing yaclit, 
n ml the family traveled throughout America 
ns public entertainers. Julia appearing on the 
stage ploying a flageolet. She was then eight 
vears of age, and, with the exception of a 
'few yenrs, remained In the profession from 
Hint time up to the time of her death. 

The family settled In Philadelphia, and 
the subject of this sketch made her debut at 
the Walnut Street Theatre In 1830, sb the 
Duke of York, to J. B. Booth's Richard III. 
When she grew older Bho acted the Trlnco of 
Wales, Lady Anne, Duchess of York and 
Queen Elizabeth, and several times doubled 
two of these women roles. 

Wlillc a member of the stock company In 
Pittsburgh, Pa., she acted Richmond to the 
Itli'hnrd of Kate Fisher. It was hard work 
lit those days to get people to come to benefits, 
so Kntc Fisher for her benefit thought It 
would prove a novelty to havo two women 
play those roles. Julia Wagstaff also played 
Itomeo to the Juliet of Mre. M. A. Farrcn. 
bcrniiso there was no man In the company 
rnnnhlo of playing the role. She afterwards 
acted Juliet, Lady Cnpulct nnd played two 
mule roles In the same ploy. In "Hum let." 
she acted Osrlc and Queen Gertrude. In 
"Othello," Dcsdcmonn and Bmella. In "Jack 
Cnilc," Mariana and Widow Code. In "Mac- 
beth," Flounce, Hecate, Gentlewoman, Sing- 
ing Witch and Lady Macbeth. In "A New 
Way to Pay Old Debts," both with J. B. 
Booth and Edwin Booth, Margaret and Lady

She was the original Meg, In America, to 
the Luke Fielding of Couldock, and was tbe 
original Eliza, ln^'Uncle Tom's Cabin!"' when 
It was produced at tbe Chatham Theatre, 
New York Oltjr, July 18, 1868. Cordelia 
Howard played Eva. Mrs. 0. C. Howard 
played Topsy, and Geo. L. Fox, Qumptlon 
Cute. While Mrs. O. C. Howard was 111, Mrs. 
Jones played Topsy. Mrs. Jones also played 
Eliza nnd Cassy, at the New Bowery Tticntre, 
Oct R, 1860; also Annt Ophelia, at the 
Olympic (Laura Keene's), Oct. 20, 1870, with 
Jennie Yenmnns as Topsy, and John B. Stud- 
ley ns Uncle Tom. 

•For over twenty years Mrs. Jones was a 
member of tho stock company at tho Old 
Bowery Theatre. Previous to joining tho Old 
Bowery, she traveled with the Soguln Opera 
Co., over tho country. After that sho was In 
Ben Do Bar's stock, ln New Orleans, nlso In 
St. Louis. At Pittsburgh she passed from 
Ingenue to leading lody. At the Old Bowery 
her salary was $30 a week, but It was re- 
duced to $12. 

At tho Old National Tbentre she also ap- 
peared. In those days she was the most 
popular actress connected with the New York 
stage, nnd In the late days of the Old Bowery, 
when "Bertha, the Sewing Machine Girl,'* 
and such dramas were acted, she continued 
as great a favorite with the public as she 
had In Its early days. In "Fast Women of 
the Modem Times" she assumed six charac- 
ters, while Fanny Herring played seven char- 
acters. As Bloody Nathan, In "Nick of the 
Woods ;'" Fred, In "Now York Fireman ;" Bon 
Bowling, In "Ben, the Boatswain ;" Yankee 
Jack, In the play of that name, she was a 
great favorite. 

It was when the war broko out that her 
snlary was reduced, as money was scarce, and 
nt $12 a week she remained at the Bowery 
for months. There were no new costumes to 
buv during that gloomy period, so the mem- 
bers of the company resorted to the "faking" 
business, wearing their gowns until they be- 
came threndbnre. After her retirement from 
the Old Bowery she took to the road, nnd tbo 
first part she played with a combination wns 
In "The Romany Rye." She was at tho 
Standard during the Summer of 1882, and 
acted Rita Mullcr, In "Mar Mullcr." with 
Bnkcr & Farren. She has also played tho 
Nurse, with Maude Adams, at the Empire 
Theatre. 

Mrs. Jones continued to bo I popular player 
up to the very last, and was a familiar figure 
to all New York playgoers. Her last nppcar- 
ance was on 'April i5, 1007, when Bho ap- 
peared for a benefit for 8t Chrysostom's 
Chnpel. Two days later she was taken III. 
•nd she died June 13. 1007, at the homo of 
her daughter. Mrs. Julia A. Blrdscyc, New 
York City. She also left a son. 

Funeral services were held on 8undny, 
June 10, In St. Chrysostom's Chnpel, at 
Thirty-ninth Street and Seventh Avenue, nt 
noon. It Is estimated that 1,000 people were 
present. Representatives of the Professional 
Woman's League, the Actors' Church Al- 
liance, tbe Actors* Society, the Actors' Fund, 
Actors' Society of Friendship and the Play- 
ers' Club were In attendance. Each society 
Bent floral tributes. The pallbearers were: 
Marcus Morlarty, E. .T. Wendell, Edward Frol- 
herger, T. Allston Brown, T. C. Hamilton, 
Frank Smith, Logan Paul and Louis Grlse!. 
The ushers were: Adolpb Jackson, Guy 
Spnngler and John Brown. 

Mrs. Jones was In many respects a rc- 
mnrlinblo actress. Never quite reaching the 
pinnacle of greatness, sho still came very 
near to It. She had a commanding person, 
possessed a voice at once powerful and melodi- 
ous, and was greatly favored by nature with 
the charms of mind and body. She wns one 
of the most versatile women who had ever 
graced the American stage. Her great miturnl 
talents were perfected by diligent study, and 
her keen appreciation- for the possibilities of 
any character she plnyed enabled her to por- 
tray It with thorough Intelligence nnd natur- 
alness. She was Interested In the uplift of 
her profession, nnd was an nctlve worker In 
behalf of the Actors' Fund and tho Actors' 
Church Alliance.

- The story of Marquette, Jollet, La 
Salle and Tonty Is the first big; subject to 
occupy Producer Emerson's mind. This will 
lie followed by "Tho Battle of New Orleans," 
■i spectacular picture, centring around the 
life of Andrew Jackson. A number of 1,000 
foot Westerns and several additional two 
reclers Is expected to be the 'result of the 
company's stay on historic ground. 

In establishing three big companies at Chi- 
rago, the' American Co. found Itself beset by 
the question of where to Bocure competent 
camera men. This was effectually settled, eo 
far as Producer Emerson's company was con- 
cerned, by- the voluntary application of Jack 
QUI, assistant factory superintendent end 
well known In the. technical departments of 
Eastern houses. ....

After two postponements, the Winter Garden 
paved the way for the new theatrical season 
on Monday night, July 22, with the above 
mentioned entertainment. As the Shuberts 
and the officers of the mnslcal union have 
come to an understanding satisfactory to 
both parties, a large orchestra was on hand, 
under the direction of Samuel Lehman. 

True to the announcement, the curtain 
rose promptly at 8 o'clock on "Tbe Ballet of 
1830," which lg divided Into three scenes and 
which Is In reality a pantomime. 

Emlle Agouat (of the original Agoust fam- 
ily) played the role of the artist In a pleasing 
manner, and Nellie Brown, as Marietta, ana 
Greville Moore, as the Vampire Girl, were 
excellent, as also were E. Zanfretta, as the 
Baron, and Emit Zajah, as a flower girl. All 
of these players were imported for this pro- 
duction, which Is well staged and has the as- 
sistance of a large chorus ot men and women. 
"The Ballet of 1830" proved Interesting, 
and acted as an Introduction to "The Passtn; 
Show of 1012," which, when It has been 
edited, will be the best show the resort has 
offered theatregoers since its inception. 

To do full justice to "The Passing Show of 
1012" would require a full page of Thh 
Curm. Mr. Birsch's music Is of the catchy 
order, and many are the tunes that yon can 
take home with yon. In the matter ot cos- 
tuming and scenic effects the production la a 
wonder. There • are songs, dances and 
marches galore, and the bridge over tbe or- 
chestra seats Is utilized frequently during the 
action of the show. 

As the title suggests, the show parodies 
many famous hits. Particularly beautiful is 
the scene showing the harem of the Sewer- 
man (a combination scene from "Kismet" and 
Bumurun"). A tank full of water (a la 
Kellermann) occupies a large part of tbe 
stage, and in It a dozen "union-suited" beau- 
tiful women engage la water sports. 

The first scene of "Tbe Passing Show of 
1012" shows a steamship dock. Those re- 
markably clever dancers, Moon and Morris, 
appeared as porters, and won many real 
laughs with their funny dance. Eugene How- 
ard, as collector of the port, examines the 
baggage of Harry Fox and Willie Howard, 
und the funny dialogue put the vast audience 
In good humor. 

Willie Howard rendered, with a handsome 
"bunch" of beauties, "The Ragtime Jockey," 
In excellent fashion, and was rewarded with 
much applause. 

Oscar Schwartz was entrusted with the 
role burlesquing "WlUum," In "Bunty Pulls 
the Strings," and proved to be a good 
singer and dancer, -Shirley Kellogg, as 
"Bunty," 1b prominent In other parts of the 
review, and Is pretty to gaze upon. She sang 
excellently and displayed a shapely figure. 

To Trlxle Frlganza fell much, of the com- 
edy honors, and rarely have wc seen this 
line comedienne funnier. Her burlesquing 
of the Apache Dance, with George Moon, won 
many hearty laughs. As a travesty artist 
Mies Frlganza stands with the best She 
has a song called "Yon Could Never Tell 
We Were Mnrrled." that Is a gem, and the 
way Trlxle put It over was a genuine de- 
light. Hers was one of the most pronounced 
hits of the evening. 

Harry Fox, who was called in at the 
eleventh hour by the management, did won- 
ders with a small part lie Is a line co- 
median. 

Willie and Eugene Howard are prominent 
in tho production, and made the audience 
laugh as heartily as they have in former 
Winter Garden productions. Willie docs an 
imitation of Warlleld, in "The Return of 
Peter Grimm," with great success, and Eu- 
gene Howard, as Belasco, looked tbe part of 
the great playwright-producer finely. 

Charles J. Ross, as the Sti-cnuous Citizen, 
In the costume of the Rough Rider, Tedilv 
Ha J J ("Kismet" beggar) ; Bill Sykes, and the 
drunken husband, In "Bought and Paid For," 
was excellent In all characterizations, play- 
lug all of the roles "straight." 

The most Imposing entrance was assigned 
to Adelaide and J. J. Hughes, who presented 
a dancing fantasy, called "The Spark of 
Life," in which electricity plays a prominent 
role. Tbe scene is of Oriental splendor. 
Adelaide Is borne on the stage with all the 
pomp of a queen of Egypt of the old days, 
and she and Hughes present a dance that 
took the vast audience by storm. Adelaide 
is full of grace and Is still a mistress of the 
dancing art. Of her success and that of Mr. 
Hughes there Is no question. 

Anna Wheaton was a dainty and demttro 
Quaker girl and displayed a charming sing- 
ing voice.

York theatres, . and also a 
slight Increase to those playing for road com- 
panies. The minimum for the latter is $40 a 
-week for musicians and {60 for leaders. 
Some, according to their ability, will be paid 
more than the minimum. 

The theatres In Greater New York which 
this agreement affects arc: The Hippodrome, 
Daly's Casino, Weber A Fields' new Forty- 
fourth Street Theatre, the Winter Garden, 
Comedy, Maxlne Elliott, Ljrrlc, Broadway, 
IlllngtoD. Cort, Playhouse, Thirty-ninth 
Street, Wm. A. Brady's new Forty-eighth 
. Street Theatre, the new Wlnthrop Ames the- 
atre and the new Shubert theatre, being 
built In Korty-fourtb Street; West End, and 
the Shubert and Majestic, in Brooklyn. 

This also means that only union musicians 
will play In the Shubert theatres In Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis and In Chicago. 

Outside of New York the agreement will 
affect eighty theatres from Boston to Port- 
land. Ore., and Atlanta to San Francisco. 

"While not In sympathy with the union," 
said J. J. Shubert, "we are the largest pro- 
ducers of musical shows in America, and we 
use more than 1,000 men a season. The com- 
promise we have effected is satisfactory to us. 
Rather than be put to any more trouble in 
ataglng our productions, we signed the eon- 
tract. 

"In cities ontslde of New York the terms 
will be governed by the local musicians' or- 
ganizations."

We are approaching the time of the year 
when managers of road shows are making 
(reparations for launching' new' enterprises. 
Many anxious ' hours are being devoted to 
speculating upon the probable outcome of the 
coming. show season. If they profit by the 
errors of." the past, .they will realize that a 
poor show, with mediocre talent, will surely 
meet with - disaster. The time was when 

' almost any kind of a show could pull through 
a season on the road, but that day has gone 
past 

The people in the smaller cities and towns 
have been fooled so often by "punk" shows 
that they have got wise, and will not pat- 
ronise a show unless they are assured that 
'It Is a good one, and Is' performed by good 

'■ people. ' 
- It is true ' that sometimes even a really 

1 good show will lose money on the road, but 
when this happens, It nasally Is the fault of 
the business conditions which* always affect 
shows. But this Is a risk which must always 
be taken, no matter what business Is em- 
barked in, and must not be offered as an 
excuse for taking out a cheap show. 

It wilt be well at this time for performers, 
contemplating an engagement on the road, to 
carefully consider the quality of the play 
before Joining the company that is to produce 
It, and they should likewise investigate the 
financial standing of the management taking 
the company out, as It is worse than folly 
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WEBER 4 FIELDS TO CONTINUE AS 
A FIRM. 

Joe Weber and Lew Fields, on July 24, 
entered into an agreement to continue the 
firm name as theatrical producers, and to es- 
tablish and maintain a Weber A Fields Music 
Hall in New York, with an all star company. 
The new music hall Is to be located on Forty- 
fourth Street, just West of Broadway, and 
will' be one of the most complete playhouses 
In the world.

STAGE HANDS STAND FIRM. 

The national and local officers of the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical Stago 
Employees have announced that they will 
stand by their demands and must have their 
own agreement recognized, otherwise their 
members will refuse to work in theatres. 
Charles C. Shay, president of tbe Alliance 
said that the union had no objection to tbo 
men making Individual contracts with the- 
atrical managers, but when the men make 
contracts It must be speclSed that they be 
paid for tbe full season. They will alio In- 
sist that there be three copies of each con- 
tract — one to be retained by each of ths con- 
tracting parties and tbe third by tho union. 

Mr. Shay said: "There Is no question of 
recognition of the union or of wages, but we 
must bave contracts with some equity. Under 
the old system a man might make a contract 
with a theatrical company and If, when, tho 

?>lay was on tbe road, the star was sick or 
or some reason did not play for a week or 
so, fho stage hands were laid off without pay 
until such time as tbe tour was resumed. 
They might be 1,000 or 2,000 miles from 
their homes, but were left stranded until ths 

?>roductton waa resumed. It was not their 
suit that they were not working In tbe In- 
terval, and we will Insist oa their being paid 
for such Intervals. There are other Injus- 
tices under tbe old contracts which we wanl 
to have remedied. 

"Some of the houses have agreed to our 
demands, and we do not anticipate any 
trouble, bat our members will not work In 
theatres whose managers do not sign an 
agreement which protects tbe stage hands 
as well as the employers. We will also Insist 
on an arbitration clause In any agreements 
we may make. What we ask Is very reason- 
able, and we expect that the Theatre Mana- 
gers' Association wilt, beforo tbo season 
opens, see the justice of our claims."

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 

An Interesting point has been established!

The artists claimed that 
their contract named Boseombe, another 
bench resort not fnr distant. They. . gave 
ns their reason for not accepting' the substi- 
tution that a copy act bad previously ap- 
peared in Brighton, and that this would tend 
to discredit their performance.

marriages In New York. Mr. Slater's two 
brothers, both well known men, took curious- 
ly diverse courses in life. One became an 
Important bookmaker ; the other Is Odoardo 
Barrl, a popular composer of ballad music. 
In early life Mr. Slater was a professional 
choir boy. Then he had charge of tbe box 
office at the Gaiety Theatre — keeping an eye 
on the pass door that led to tbe stage. He 
used .to tell a good story of a well known 
nobleman whose passion for the drama wan 
only equaled by his parsimony, and who, 
'finding admission behind the scenes rather 
difficult, came to the theatre one sight with 
a pair of rabbits, which he considered a 
sufficient bribe. Wben the Empire was trans- 
formed from an unfortunate theatre into a 
vaudeville house, which has become historic, 
Mr. Slater was appointed acting manager, 
having complete control of the routine, and 
became Immensely popular, especially with 
American visitors, on account of his unfail- 
ing tact and courtesy. A few pleasant words 
from him would often quell a disturbance 
'there on high days and holidays, "when the 
police were of small account. He left the 
Empire to become general manager of tho 
Albambra. It ia a truly remarkable coinci- 
dence that his Immediate successor, George 
■ Scott' also, shot himself. From the Alhambra 
Mr.' Slater proceeded to Qattl's, a famous 
restaurant, which he controlled for several 
years. A period of ill health and nervous 
depression ensued. Then he. was appointed 
manager of the London Coliseum, the busi- 
ness of which he has conducted effectively 
for some years. Witb great deliberation, on 
Tuesday, he procured a gun license, pur- 
chased a revolver, called an automobile and 
drove to the Coliseum. There Is an impres- 
sion that he intended to end his life there, 
but he directed his course to Charing Cross 
Hospital, and when that institution was 
reached was found in a dying state. The 
driver was under the Impression that the 
report he heard was due to the mechanism 
of his machine. Mr. Slater leaves a wife, 
formerly an actress, and three daughters, 
also on the stage, one of whom married and 
BCttled In the United States. 
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SUICIDE OF G. D. SLATER. 

A profound sensation was caused by the 
newa that Charles Dundas Slater, rendered 
desperate by the termination of his .engage- 
ment as manager of the London Coliseum, 
had ended his life. His had been a familiar 
figure at the West End for thirty years. He 
was. extremely popular. Doubtless Mr. Slater 
Is well remembered In New York, for he was 
the pioneer, of tho Gaiety Company to your 
city. He had many amusing stories to tell of 
that trip. When It was first contemplated 
the greatest difficulty was experienced in per- 
suadlng tbe. choristers to, loas.^ I.o»don.

MABC KLAYV ON ENGLISH ACTORS. 

Marc Klaw, who Is meanwhile proceeding 
to the continent, says : "The English, actor 1j 
welcomed In the States for the reason, that. 
In numbers of . plays, an actor Is required 
with a polish and manner not usually found 
nmong American actors. In England, as a 
rule, the stage Is recruited from Jhc superior 
class. As a character actor the American 
stands out boldly, nc Is very hard to beat. 
As regards tbe American Metres?, she wlas 
easily. Taken as a class, an English actress 
Is not to be compared with her. There it 
virility, depth, earnestness, and evidence of 
deep study that I notice Is often wanting in 
the English variety. Much has been said 
about the waning of the star system, but It 
Is Just as strong as ever. The public want 
stars and will have them." 

It Is four years since an important play by

He sailed for England June 12, 1869, under 
engagement to appear with Moore A Crock- 
er's Minstrels, in London. He made a bit 
among; the Londoner!, but the climate did 
uot agree with him and he was several tinea 
afflicted with hemorrhage of the lungs. After 
a sojourn there of a few months he returned 
to New Yo^k. • • 

He wn« billed to perform (with Bryant" 
Minstrels) Wednesday evening, Jan. 27, 1875, 
Id "Deaf hi a Horn, and to Impersonate the 
characters of the Policeman and King Kallko, 
In the closing pantomime of "Kallko ; or. 
Harlequin, King of the 8andw ch Islands. 
but he being too ill to fnlflll his duties, his 
place In "Deaf In a Horn" was supplied by 
W. H. Brockway, and one of the attaches of 
the theatre went on for the policeman, and 
Mr. Seymour Impersonated King Kallko only. 
Ills Illness Increased so rapidly during the 
evening that at the close of the performance 
ho was compelled to ask the aid of a brother 
iicrformer to wash the cork from his face. 
Jle was conveyed In a carriage to his resi- 
dence, where be remained until his spine 
■winged its flight. 

His remains were escorted from tbe resi- 
dence of bis mother to tbe chnrcb by one 
hundred and eighty-two members of Amity 
Lodge of F. and A. M,. and by tbe New York 
1-odge, No. 1, of the 8. P. 0. Elks. Charles 
Ilackus, Jamea Clute, John .T. Tlndale and 
Col. 'I'. AllHton Brown acted aa pallbeareri, 
upon behalf of tbe Masonic lodge, and Tony 
I'astor and Qua Williams, of the New York 
Lodge of B. P. 0. Elks, and Prank Mktran 
and Bobt. Frascr, of the Philadelphia lodge 
of that order, on behalf of the Elks. The 
remains were then conveyed to Evergreens 
Cemetery, Eait New York, followed by a 
long line of carriages, and the services at tbe 
grave were the most Imposing of all. Tbe

James B. Gentry, an actor, fifty three 
rears old, who served thirteen Tears in the 
Eastern Penitentiary In Pennsylvania, foe 
the killing of Madge York, and who -was par* 
doned three years ngo, was found dead July 
24, at Volk T s Hotel, Eighth Avenue and 
Forty-second Street, New York City. His 
health had not teen good, and when be did 
not appear that morning, the manager of the 
hotel unlocked bis room and found blm dead 
In bed. Mr. Gentry was of Italian descent, 
and his right name was Donatello. He was 
convicted of the murder of Miss York on 
June 27, 1896, and sentenced to be hanged, 
but on the testimony of physicians that he 
was not himself for a week before the mur- 
der, the sentence was commuted to life im- 
?rlsonment He was pardoned on June 17, 
909. Through the efforts of George M. 
Cohan and other old friends, he returned to 
New York, and attempted to re-enter the 
theatrical profession, but his remorse for his 
crime had completely broken his spirit, and 
after one rehearsal in a part given to him 
try Mr. Cohan, in "Tbe Yankee Prince," he 
confessed he was incompetent to act. Like 
many others whom Mr. Cohan had befriended,

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STAGE HANDS' SITUATION. 

On July 31 Charles C. Shay, president of 
the Theatrical Stage Employee's Interna- 
tional Alliance, announced that the demands 
n'r the Theatrical Protective Union for a new 
Btv'e of agreement with the theatrical mana- 
ger's have been conceded up to date by 316 
managers of road companies, who have 
signed the agreement He expects that all 
the managers, or nearly all of them, will have 
signed the agreement by Labor Day. This 
agreement does not Involve the questions of 
recocnltlon of the union, or of the wages, 
but Is designed to protect the stage hands by 
assuring them employment In New York after 
they have been on tour with plays that have 
proved successful enough to be brought here.

Fortunately Warden Tynan was closo 
at hand, and after he had explained that 
Duncan was only ln convict garb for the 
time being, there was a good laugh all 
around.

He woe looking tbe very 
picture of healtli, nnd the fact tbat bis Lon- 
don operatic experience of one season is said 
to bave depleted his resources something, like 
a quarter of a million of dollars, his face 
gave no Indication of worry, and his words 
gave every Indication of hopefulness for the 
future. 

In an Interview Sir. Hammerstein said : 

"I might build three more opera houses 
during the year. I know bow to build them 
sow. 

"Seriously, the thought of going bwk to 
London la not a p'easant one, although I 
think I am bound to make money during tho 
Fall season. It Is only the Summer season 
tha doesn't pay. 1 should never have given 
a Hummer season this year but for the fact 
that Lord Howard dc Waiden gave me 
$100,000 to produce his opera. 'The Children 
of lion.' That work, by the way, did not 
.-receive Its just deserts. 

"They don't like novelties In London. I 

tlayed Massenet's 'Don Qulcliotte," which the 
nglish critics pronounced superior to 'Ma- 
iton.' eight times, and the largest house con- 
tained less tBan 1400. Tbe smallest was 
about $200. 

"Now, what do yon think would be left 
for me out of this after paying Henge] A Co. 
royalties and paying the salary of tht bari- 
tone, who sang the title role. Not much. 
But when you play 'La Travolta," or •Faust,' 
or 'Klgoletto,' tbe house Is more cheerful. 
But I have bad my fill of 'La Travlata' and 
'Faust' and 'II Trovatore.' And they won't 
listen to 'llerodlade' or 'Le Jongleur.' I re- 
vived 'The Chimes of Normandy,' re-wrltlng 
tho entire last act myself, with good results. 
People came to hear that. 

"I shnll not produce novelties In the Fall, 
and shall not attempt another Summer sea- 
son. In the Spring I may bring my com- 
pany over here for a season in the larger 
cities outside of New York. As for New 
York, that Is another matter. I am sorry I 
ever left here, and I am especially sorry that 
my contract with the Mctropoltan Opera Co. 
forbids my giving opera here for ten yea's. 
I want to be. in New York. I want to give 
opera here. Life in London Is very pleasant, 
but I prefer New York, 

"I have a fine company and a new con- 
ductor, Ernaldy, from Belgium, who is one 
of the greatest of my discoveries. My per- 
formance of 'Romeo et Juliette,' with Felice 
Lync and Orrllle Ilarrold, was quite extra- 
ordinary. That and 'Don Qulchotte' alone 
would assure me of having a very successful 
New York season. I have scenic productions 
for twenty-two operas oa a scale which I 
never attempted In New York, and I have 
several thousand costumes. I have the 
equipment, you see. 

"Shortly before sailing I saw Mary Gar- 
den, It was the first time we bad met since 
t closed In Manhattan. I lived at tho Cecil, 
and as I was descending the stairs one night 
she was ascending, 

" This is fate, she said. And Immediately 
taking my arm, she suggested that we dine 
together. We aid, and sbe urged me to come 
back to America. Everybody urges me to 
come tack to America. Well, perhaps It can 
be arranged. I hope so. If It could I would 
open the Manhattan Opera House to-morrow. 
As soon as possible, however, I would build 
a new theatre. You Bee, every house I have 
built has taught me something, and the cul- 
mination of all these ideas is expressed In 
tbe London Opera House. No such perfect 
example of operatic architecture exists any- 
where. If I had been an Englishman, they 
would have made me n peer for building it. 
But I remain an American."

To those of us who are fortunate enough 
to be permeated with Its fascinating en- 
vironment — who live, work, eat sleep and 
dream of Its all-absorbing atmosphere, the 
motion picture Industry— with its constant 
changing panorama, Its lights snd shadows, 
Its Improvements snd advancements, Its poli- 
tics and foibles, Its champions and deerlcrs, 
is even now but an Infant In swaddling 
clothes, a mere pen scratch, on the great diary 
of advancement. 

The editor of The Clipper, with the best 
Intent, has asked me to write my Impres- 
sions of what the future of this modern day 
miracle will be. Here Indeed is a task of 
almost staggering proportions. If one were 
Inclined to enter Into a practical and techni- 
cal dissertation under this beading, he might 
keep on writing from now until the Ink 
supply of tbe world were exhausted, and 
then find his essay only partially completed, 
so vast are the possibilities of the subject.

At this theatre we will 
witness a two or three hour performance of 
day accomplishment And at mention of this 
realm, which will be our kingdom within a 
few short years, the brain runs riot at the 
very thought of the possibilities which lie 
there pregnant, watting to bo mowed down 
and made a part of the wonderful and fast 
advancing motion picture art. 

In that day we will accept, ns a matter 
of course, that which now appears, to tho 
layman at least, as seemingly impossible. We 
will express no particular surprise at the 
fact that Id every city, village and hamlet 
throughout this entire land of ours there 
will be maintained motion picture libraries, 
where tbe public will be permitted to re- 
view at their pleasure tbe latest Alms, as 
well as the masterpieces of the art of cine- 
matography. These libraries will be run 
along the same lines as the Camcgle libraries 
of our present day, and many of then, no 
doubt, will be so endowed. Here one can go 
and see, free of cost, all of tho Important 
current events. We can witness the best 
dramas, the scenic marvels of foreign landx, 
stories by tho greatest authors, and the latest 
discoveries of science. Or, If we feel so In- 
clined, we can study, by picture form, our 
history, mathematics, geology, English, kntln, 
Greek, geographv, ano so on. Or, If wo so 
desire, we will bo allowed to take from tno 
flies of such an Institution such films as wo 
care to use on our parlor projection machines 
at home.

Wo will use this many 
times during the day, and that evening,' and 
many evenings thereafter we will take our 
little outing over again In the privacy of our 
own home. We will have developed and 
printed tho picture ourselves ; or, If we so de- 
sired, we might have allowed tho camera 
shop at the corner to do tho finishing. : We 
take a keen delight In producing our own 
motion pictures, and after a very little 
practice And that wo can photograph equally 
well In either black and white, or In natural 
colors. Wo havo also used the relief at- 
tachment that was known some years before 
by the title of Kllncopast. This makes tho 
picture stand out from the screen In a bold, 
natural relief. Instead of being flat. It is the 
snmo effect, In short thst our brothers ot 
the yesterday secured when they looked iett a 
double picture through what was then termed 
a stereoscope.

We, who are actively engaged In various 
phases of this great Industry, arc oftentimes 
accused of bring dreamers, I don't deny tho 
nccusatlon— I Bdmlt it. Quito frequently, 
after some particularly strenuous task lins 
lieou disposed of and I lay back and relax, 
I find myself being carried far away Into the 
land of fancy, tlio realms of Imagination, 
where tho ear Is ever clearly attuned and 
the eye never dims. And here, carefree and 
unulHturbd, I take keen delight In allowing 
my willing mind to dwell upon tho hitherto 
undreamt of possibilities that await tho pic- 
ture In tho days to come. And many strnngc 
prophecies arc thus born of fancy, the above 
being only a fow, but I am certain that, as 
Burcly as day follows night, these prophecies 
will come true.

A WORD WITH THE MOVING 
PICTURE HAN.

The man who enjoys scenery only through 
picking out the views he knows well Is a 
invybol of our national attitude toward mov- 
ing pictures. In the abstract. We can cherish 
the majestic picture of a canyon or storm- 
bound ocean cliff deep down In our souls, but 
let us mention it aloud and it becomes ge- 
ology. Even the fairies have lost their 
charm, for they, too, are become a blue-and- 
lilver science. In short, people of to-day are 
terribly afraid not to know everything, not 
to attain the dead level of intelligence. And 
In consequence they know nothing. 

Nothing, that is to say, In a spiritual 
sense. An, wait ! Be practical for once, and 
admit the spiritual side of your business, for 
It has a spiritual side. Fear nothing from 
a name ; If you prefer, let us say the Imagl- 
natlve sense. Is that better? After all, the 
structure of this article Is based on the one 
word, "Imagination." If you can find noth- 
ing In the word, so much the worse — for you. 

The dead level of education holds our 
school systems helpless. It does not fit Itself 
to the child, but the child must go up or 
come down to it. His Initiative is paralyzed. 
He Is taught not to do things for himself, 
and consequently when be goes out Into the 
world he has a bitter time of It. He Is cut 
down to facts. Everyone says "I" for him. 
His Imagination — did child ever lack it? — is 
reduced to nil. Is Its upbuilding too much 
to ask of you — yen, you? 

No, this Is not n puerile thing, a silly 
fancy. Would that It were, for silly fancies 
and puerile things are the greatest motive 
forces In the world ! The "moving plcturo 
man" Is not a philanthropist : he Is a busi- 
ness man, and he gives more In order to got 
more, and the better be gives the better be 

fete, So do not mistake my motives, friend, 
would never dream of appealing to your 
philanthropy or your benevolence or your 
clrlsm ; Heaven forbid 1 I would only appeal 
to your sense of business values, if I can 
reach It. 

It Is the aim of tbe "moving picture man" 
to give the people what they wunt. It Is a 
dangerous experiment for him to tell thcra 
what they want, but with a little common 
sense It can be done. No human being lacks 
Imagination, and because of this a great 
many human beings are tired of moving pic- 
tures which give their Imaginations not 
enough scope. But the fault is with you. 
People are Interested in persons, first of all, 
and secondly In' things. Let us analyze that. 

By sheer imaginative force people arc at- 
tracted to pictures about themselves, about 
people they do not know, and about people 
they want to know. Next their Interest 
centers In things they can never hope to 
have, things they want to have, and — other 
things. 

Every week, possibly, you show tbe "fnc- 
tory to wearer'' kind of film, reaching the 
People themselves. This is educational, In n 
sense, and It holds the Interest. But do you 
ever run a film showing, for example, an or- 
dinary shoddy-furnished room such as threc- 
nrtns of your audiences occupy; showing 
wis room better, more cheaply and more 
agreeably furnished by the use of a little re- 
finement : showing, In fact, tbe evolution 
from poor to good taste? Impracticable? I

ing the other day that the natrons of Ills 
thentro were not of higher calibre; and must 
be given coarse hand-me-down work lustoad 
of the delicate finesse, subtle treatment and 
unacted acting that Is the height of art 
This Is a common complaint, but tho remedy 
is very simple. If your patrons are good 
enough for you, you must glvo them tbe best 
as you sec it. If they are not good unough 
for you, if you are not enough or a judge to 
.-co what they like, play upon It, lead It 
gradually higher and higher In new levels of 
delight, you have no business to be serving 
the public. Besides, there Is quite as much 
education in watching others learning as In 
learning oneself. 

Things people can never hope to attain 
have a deadly fascination for us all. Tbe 
crown Jewels, for example. But to make tbe 
crown Jewels an element of personal appeal 
Is a harder thing. They reach thc Imagina- 
tion of tbemsolvcs; how are you going lo 
make them help, strengthen, uplift that 
imagination? It is not enough to appeal to 
this quality of the mind. All pictures do 
that In some degree. You must lift It higher, 
ennoble it For Instance, give a woman an 
Intense passion for those crown Jewels, which 
she can never hope to have. That passion 
must be ennobled. Bow? Per Imps by giv- 
ing her the choice between the jewels and 
her child, or in a hundred other ways. The 
similar passion which lies more or less dor- 
mant throughout your audience is ennobled 
with hers, for their Imagination Is strength- 
ened a hundredfold by the human Interest of 
thc theme. 

As to things people want to have, which 
It Is possible for them to have, that is too 
obvious to mention. "Other things" group 
all that lies outside my rough classification ; 
do you still think thc whole subject is a 
visionary nothing? 

I am not restricting the scope, mind. The 
moving picture, for still anothor cxnmp'c. 
must be depended on to do all that the school 
has not yet evolved Into doing; or, rather, 
all that thc school has evolved out of doing. 
Every primitive custom centres around one 
Original Human Idea ; with tbe growth of 
civilization that Idea Is surrounded by cus- 
tom, rule nod precedent ; In course of time 
thc idea is stifled out and only the walls, 
additions and accretions remain. Education 
started with the Idea of widening the minds 
of men, of tenchlng them self-dopendence. of 
"leading out," as the word Itself Implies. 
Instead of this, It has grown to cramp and 
confine them Into narrow channels of 
thought ; they must use this or that book, 
they must leara so much and no more — and 
so on. I an not quarreling with the boards 
of education; I am simply showing how the 
walls remain and the original human idea Is 
dying or dead within. 

Now, that "leading out" idea Is the very 
embodiment of thc moving picture. Suppose 
our schools were turned into moving plcturo 
theatres, with regular hours for attendance, 
shows, questions and the like. You have 
finally replaced the o. h. I. within the shell 
of Its accretion ! And why not ! There Is 
nothing In tho school books that tho pictures 
cannot show to much better advantage, from 
thc battle of Lexington to the gambols of a 
microcosm. Would It be so horrible a thing 
to have the children — and perhaps not chil- 
dren alone!— come to an Illustrated lecture 
each, morning instead of to lesson books? As 
n final, clinching argument, let mc state that 
It Is already being done. 

The business world, to shift the viewpoint, 
would be greatly indebted to the Influence of 
Imagination, If it dared. There is thc same 
principle of thc o. h. i. worked out. Business 
started as a barter. People got rid of what 
they did not want for what they did want 
It continued In force, gradually becoming 
built about with walls, until It was changed 
lo thc idea of giving people as little as pos- 
sible for their money. Of late that Idea has 
lost strength, and thc principle of fair deal- 
ing has prevailed. But when every display 
window gives place to a film show In tho 
evening, displaying how and where and by 
whom tho goods insldo were manufactured, 
thc original human Idea will have been re- 
established — by you. It Is a daring proposal. 
I confess ; two out of every three business 
houses would not countenanco It, because it 
demands that their goods have quality as 
well as quantity. But it will Inevitably come. 
Such a thing would enthrall thc Imagination 
of the people, whom you may. my friend, 
serve. It would educate them, lead them up 
end out, and in tho end refine them. 

You object that all this might hurt your 
theatre business, but that Is hardly tenable. 
r.uslncs9 and pleasure are distinct. The day 
of thc chenn show, tho coarse "comic," the 
terrific melodrama, Is passing faster than 
any of us realize. Tbe pendulum cannot but 
swing back. As your dims reach a higher 
level the appreciation of your audience will 
rise with It. Your theatre will cease to ho 
an educational centre, and will revert to Its 
original human Idea of amusement. You see 
how wo cannot get awny from the o. h. i.? 

Last and best of alt will be tho reaction 
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on you yourself. To-day thc people pay you 
to amuse them, to tench them, to carry them 
to other lands. To-morrow they will be pny- 
iag you simply to amuse them. To-day you 
aro responsible for your own distinct burden 
of amusement and for the State's burden of 
education. When yon are responsible for 
your own share and no more, you will give 
better service and achieve better results. 
Every public servant receives a financial and 
a spiritual payment, and you are no excep- 
tion, my friend' 

Do you realize this responsibility of yours? 
It must bring its spiritual payment, accord- 
ing to the way you meet and bear it The 
more you give, the more you get, remember ! 
The artist of the smaller type selects sub- 
jects with ready-made beauty and puts them 
on canvas ; ho of the larger type docs not, 
for he can make any subject beautiful with 
tho bcautv that Is In blm. You are thc artist. 
my friend ; tbe public Is thc subject of your 
choosing, now will you handle It?

HIGHER EDUCATION AND THE 
MOTION PICTURE. 
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The term "higher education" has to-day 
become almost synonymous with our colleges, 
where It Is generally supposed to find Its 
lullcst expression. It has gradually come to 
lie understood as something rather different 
from Its broad original self. Most people 
now associate thc expression with the uni- 
versity class room and forget that Its real 
definition takes no cognisance of any clrrlcu- 
lum whatever. "Higher education" really Im- 
plies a refining or cultural influence. Its ap- 
plication Is almost wholly to humanity past 
the adolescent stage. Any Influence what- 
soever that tends to exalt thc national cul- 
ture may strictly be classified as "higher 
i duration." Considered In this light, tie.- 
motion picture may be said to fulfill the re- 
quirements of the term much more adequately 
than our collcgen'arc doing to-day. 

Europe Is fond of characterizing America 
as crude, unlntellectual and commercialized 
in comparison with herself. European edu- 
cators Bay that as a nation we arc far behind 
them in point of culture or in our apprecia- 
tion of the beautiful. Insofar, Europe Is 
right, but when the statement Is made that 
our low national standard of culture Is 
owing to a general deification of thc "al- 
mighty dollar" to thc disregard of more In- 
tellectual subjects, they arc totally wrong. 

It Is not an all-pervading business instinct 
which keeps thc American cultural average 
aB low as It Is. Our comparatively low edu- 
cational standard Is tbe fault of Europe her- 
self. Dally hundreds of uneducated, poverty- 
stricken foreigners enter this country through 
the gates of Kilts Island. They arc the 
rabble, tbo riff-raff, the lower strata of 
European society. They arc practically the 
only class which Europe emigrates to this 
country, and their sole object in coming here 
Is to acquire the wherewithal to support tbctr 
impoverished families. They do not come to 
America to study or to develop their minds. 
They come solely to make money. Every 
such person who becomes an enfranchised 
American citizen lowers our culture average 
In precisely tho same degree that bis emigra- 
tion from bis mother country raises the' 
European average. It Is Europe that Is keep- 
ing thc American standard down, and It Is 
wc who are constantly raising the European 
standard. That Is why wc are still the 
"melting pot" — a grimy, prosaic thing In 
comparison with the beautiful marble vusi 
which might be taken to represent Europe. 
If that same vase were constantly filled to 
overflowing with tbe dregs, Its artistic beauty 
might become closely akin to the appearance 
of our "mcltng pot. 

"But," exclaims thc European critic, "what 
of your hundreds of American colleges? Are 
they doing nothing to raise your cultural 
average?" 

It Is a regrettable fact that tills question 
must be answered In thc negative. Our 
American schools of that category are what 
Is known as "educational Institutions," but 
few of them nowadays exert a really cultural 
Influence upon their students. The American 
State university Is a creation peculiar to this 
continent. Its avowed aim Is to provide a 
business getting education — scientific or tech- 
nical, as the case may be — for Its enrollment. 
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Its spirit Is commercialized and not cultural. 
M'o-i'i.iv there Is In the entire United States 
only one college, the aim of whose curriculum 
In purely cultural, and that one Is Amherst. 
Even Harvard, Yale, Williams and Princeton 
have tended largely nwuy from the old Idea 
of n classical college, and to-day tbey feature 
their law, their sclcncu and their engineer- 
ing courses morn prominently than they do 
their academic courses. 

Ilencc the colleges as a body contribute 
little towards raising tho national cultural 
average, and even If tbey did, they are 
not available to thc great mass of the com- 
mon people. They work too slowly to over- 
balance the great dally Influx of uneducated 
Immigrants. Tbey require a certain amount 
of preparatory training, for which the newly 
Americanized citizen lias not tho money to 
give his children. Moreover, he is in con- 
stant dread of grim want, which lie experi- 
enced In his European hovel. Ho feels that 
his children should bo taken out of school us 
soon as possible and put to work — no matter 
how little they may at first contribute to the 
family support. 

How then to combat this constant lowering 
of our national cultural average when the 
colleges will not raise It, and when the 
Ignorunt money-greedy Immigrant will not let 
them do bo, even If they could? How to 
do It? 

The answer lies In tho motion plcturo I 

The newly naturalized I'ole, Jew. llobomlan 
or Swede cannot read EngltMh except in ltd 
most rudimentary forms. Tho great classics 
of our literature, history and science In print 
Ml form arc totally beyond him. Even the 
average citizen prefers the light reading ot 



the "ten l«'Bt sellers" to a perusal of the 
works of Thackeray, (leorge Eliot. Krownlng 
or Shakespeare. Ills Ideas arc of tlw vaguest 
concerning geography or nclcntlflc life. Ho 
would he left Ignorant of all these things 
were It not for the motion picture. 

Through It, for the sum of Ave pennies, ho 
can bo familiarized with the greatest of our 
classics In one-twentieth of thc time It would 
take him to read them. Dickens' "Talc of 
Two Cities," "Nicholas Nlcklcby" and "Mar- 
tin Cuuzzlowlt," Ocorge Eliot's "Adam nede," 
Homer's "Iliad" and "Odyssey," Tasso's 
"Oerusalemmo llllborato," Dante's "Inferno," 
leucine's "ITiBMlre," Dumas' "Three Mus- 
keteers," Lord Hymn's "Muzeppa," Thack- 
eray's "Vanity Enlr," Hrownlng's "A lllot on 
tho Scutcheon," J. Fenlmoro Cooper's "liaat 
of tho Mohicans," Tennyson's ''The I'rln- 
cess," Flaubert's "Salanunbo," l'oe's "Masque 
of the lied Death," Charles Meade's "Foul 
1'lay" Whlttler's "Maud Mullcr." Euripides' , 
"Blektra," Hlbllcal stories galore, Shake- 
speare's "Ilomeo und Juliet," "The Merry 
wives of Windsor," "Tho Tempest" and a 
thousand other gems of our storehouse of 
poetry, drama and prose fiction aro all given 
him In their essence and In a personal, sight- 
seeing, an forget able form. 

Tlie world famous operas of which Hm 
average America n has only heard the nnino 
are likewise put before him for five cents. 
Witness thc colored fllm releases of Verdi's.: 
"II Trovalore," Snlnt-Sacns* "Samson and' 
Delilah." Thomas' "Mlgnon," Gounod's 
"Kaust" and Moyerbcer'a "llobcrt le Dlnblp." 
Kelenses of this character do morn to crcnlo 
a taste for good literature la tho genera! 
public than all tho efforts of our greatest 
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educators combined. It Is very possible lint 
the millions who bave seen these classic pro- 
ductions will be inspired to read In type 
what tbey buve seen on the screen. At least 
tbey will not be Intellectual I; helpless when 
l be mi nic of some grent novel, poem, dramu 
or opera Is mentioned In tliclr hearing. 

The motion picture develops another very 
Important quality In our uewly naturalized 
citizens. It Instills and develops in them the 
sentiment of patriotism, without wbicli they 
can never become n ubcCuI part of our com- 
monwealth. Our great heroes like Washing- 
ton, Lincoln and Grant are familiarized to 
and made beloved by people who have hither- 
to beard only of Koslusko or Uaribaldl. Our 
history from Revolutionary times down 
through the days of Ml) and the Civil War 
is made their history. The great crises of 
the nation are brought far more vividly to 
their minds In the film play than ever they 
would be if read between the covers of even 
the greatest historical works of a Motley or 
a Gibbon. Iluw many of us, native born or 
not, luive not thrilled to the stirring pic- 
tures. "How Washington Crossed the Dela- 
ware." "Nathan Hale," "Suennndoali," "The 

Hatllo. I'he Kail of the Alamo," "Daniel 

lloone." "The Discovery of America by Co- 
lumbus." "Itiirbitm Frleteblc" or "The Dec- 
laration of Independence?' We all have, 
Such films nrouBC In us the same spontaneous 
patriotism that flashes fortli when the band 
plays "Dixie." Tbey make us proud that wc 
are Americans. 

Hut not only is the public shown the stir- 
ring events of our own history. The great 
epochs of other nations as well are also en- 
acted. The people are treated to the sight of 
"The Death of Edward III," "Guy Fnwkes" 
sud "The battle of Trafalgar," from English 
history; "The Beige of Calais." "King Philip 
le Del and the Knights Templars," "St. 
Itartholoiney's Eve" and "The Betrayal of 
Charles VI, from French history; "The Cru- 
saders." "The (Jueeri of Nineveh" and In- 
tuimci-ii'uic others. Seeing these great his- 
torical characters move, gives them a human 
interest which was lacking In any printed 
iteoid of their lives and deeds. Moreover, 
aside from making the facts more realistic, 
historical Alms acquaint the observer with 
Hie mannerisms and costumes peculiar to 
the period In which the scenes arc laid. 
Even the I'ollsh Immigrant who lias oneo 
seen "Lady Godlva" enacted on the movlug 
pie! 'ire serpen would bnrdly confuse her era 
with that of Napoleon llona parte as does the 
average America schoolboy. 

Geography Is more simply and more of- 
lli'leiiity taught through the medium of the 
picture nim than by uny text book ever writ- 
ten. The stiidcnt muy read of the physical 
aspect. Inhabitants and customs of some, far 
distant land, but at best bis Ideas can bo 
only baty concerning them. On the oilier 
hand, that person who sees geographic (or, 
as tin v are more generally called ."educa- 
tional") releases Is literally transported Into 
the alien environment where he ran 
actually nee It all with bis own eyes. He 
does not need to exercise bis imagination. 
It Is all right there before bim. Several 
of the moving picture companies arc mak- 
ing a specialty of photographing Inter- 
esting spots of the world, and the result 
Is such wholly commendable films as "Old 
Delhi and Its ltulns," "The Grand Canon of 
the Colorado," "Working Klephunts In Cey- 
lon," "Everyday Life In Mnlneca," "Art In- 
dustries in Krrliylle," "Waterfalls In Sweden," 
"Lyons, the Second City la France." "Hero 
aud There In China." "A Visit to the Homo 
of Milan Cathedral," "Ire Formation In 
Odessa, ltussla," "A Sultan's Mnrlnge In M:iv- 
laslu." "l'lctuesquc Hungary," "Arabian 
Tyiies and Customs." "Seeing Indianapolis. 
Ind.." "Catching Polar Hears in Alaska," 
"Landscapes in Japan," "An Excursion In 
the Swiss Alps," etc., etc., ml libitum. 
Thirty thousand miles hare been traversed to 
get moving pictures «f savage black men liv- 



ing In an almost unexplored country. That 
Is the kind uf enterprise which one of the 
maniifartuiers cheerfully undertook In order 
to produce striking and Instructive geographic 
films. 

Nor has science been neglected by the mov- 
ing pictue companies. Only lately a French 
concern took some pictures of microscopic 
lite magnltled from six hundred to one thou- 
sand times, at the rate of several thoasand 
per minute. This Is a real achievement. 
Among the hundreds of other interesting re- 
loaces might be mentioned films showing an 
X-ray view of the blood In the human Body 
in circulation with its normal and abnormal 
contents. Still another shows bow, the stom- 
ach digests food. One notable film shows the 
tail of a tadpole with Its little blood -vessels 
— each l.itOuu Inch in diameter — through 
•which the red corpuscles pass with the circu- 
lation, whlto the leucocytes (white corpuscles) 
cli urge about with an independent mutton of 
their own. The film even Bhows several of 
these leueocytes (which are now known to 
be blood scavengers) In the act of seizing 
mid absorbing foreign matter such as dis- 
eased cells or mlc.-obcs. 

Another company recently had several of Its 
films shown before the Lackawanna County 
Medical Society at Scnutoii, l'a., and even 
the authorities assembled there pronounced 
them to lie of great sclcntic aid to the gen- 
eral medical profession. The views embraced 
all of the Important nervous diseases and 
even extended through the Hold of neurology 
us far as the study of Insanity. These dims 
were produced under the expert conduction of 
Dr. T. II. WVlscnDcrg, who is himself an 
authority on the subject. 

llotany and zoology likewise are taught 
simply and lucidly from the moving picture 
screen; No daboratory demonstration or study 
ever showed the astonishing truths of natural 
history more plainly than do tllms like "How 
1'lunts are Horn, Live and Die," "Life In Our 
l'onds," "Opening Flowers," "Life at the 
Itottom of the Sen," "Flowers and Floats In 
Winter," or "African Birds and Their Ene- 
mies." 

Similarly the functions of our Industrial and 
technical schools have been usurped In practi- 
cal educational releases like "Making Ched- 
dar Cheese," "Manufacturing Fireworks." 
"Making leaner from Wood," T, Pottery Mak- 
ing in Thou no, Switzerland." "Making 
l'lanos," "ltocntgen X-rays," "The Logging 
industry In Hie Northwest," "Making on 
Acroplono," "The Education of the Mind." 
"The Sulphur Industry In Sicily," and "The 
Wool Industry of Hungary." In these films 
every process of the manufacture Is gone 
through with, aud each tool and Its particular 
uses clearly explained 

Tbus It is that tho photoplay educates the 
great mass of tic people to the beauties nnd 
wonders uf art, literature, science and travel. 
It Is a great teacher whose curriculum Is 
that of the University of the Universe. Encb 
course Is presented 'with the most conscien- 
tious care and Is Interpreted by masters of 
the particular subject under consideration. 
Itcjunc and Sarah Bernhardt are utilized in 
the productions of "Muie. Suns-Gene" end 
"fnnutlc ;" export scientists, botanists, chem- 
ists and workmen contribute their efforts in 
the explanation of their respective special- 
ties. For a mere pittance tho public Is given 
the most competent intruders obtainable. 

The time when tbe moving picture was 
looked upon as merely a cheap and trifling 
diversion for children and people of tbe 
poorer classes 1b now past It has bcomc a 

Sri at ediK'Utlvu and cultural force which may 
i' looked upon as an advanced edition of 
the printing press. What Gutenberg's crude 
device wus to the people of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, dltsamlnatlng knowledge and familiariz- 
ing tbe people with other peoples, other conn- 



turned American masses toward a new intel- 
lectual birtb. Life In all Its tenseness. Its 
joint and its pathos shown on tbe screen — 
life, living, breathing, red-blooded — stimu- 
lates tbe Imagination, and a sustained exer- 
cise of that faculty means an awakening of 
intellectual powers. 

History tells us that the ancient Greeks 
were, as a nation, tbe best educated people 
of their time, and the reason for it was un- 
doubtedly that the authorities made it pos- 
sible for everyone, no matter bow poor he 
might be, to attend the tragic presentations 
in the theatre. Similarly in continental 
Europe to-day the very peasants are educated 
to an appreciation of nigh class music be- 
cause official ordinances provide an entry fee 
to the opera low enough for even the poor to 
take advantage of it. , 

Up to tbe present time this has been by 
no means the case in America. All forms of 
public entertainment have been run by pri- 
vate individuals at an admission fee which 
put them outside tbe purse of tbe majority of 
the people. The masses have had therefore 
to content themselves with Inferior melo- 
drama, cheap literature, and to see the won- 
ders of nature -without limlerntancllns them, 

The advent of the moving picture, however, 
has changed all tills. Its merely nominal 
exhibition charge bars not even the most 
reedy from its benefits, and under the broad 
politics now being pursued by manufacturers, 
It Is doing what no other medium ever 
could have done so rapidly and efficiently — 
educating the lowor classes to a better, deeper, 
higher plane of appreciative Intelligence- 
which some define as "higher education" and 
others as "culture."

With perhaps twenty thousand motion pic- 
ture theatres in tbe United States alone, 
patronized by eight million spectators daily, 
and with new Alms being produced almost 
at tho rate of one every hour, these In turn 
being reproduced Indefinitely, It may still lie 
confidently sulci that tbe era of the moving 
picture Is only at Its beginning. 

ltupld as has been the growth of Interest 
In motion pictures, and. great as has been tho 
Improvement, both In quality of the pictures 
and the method of their projection, develop- 
ment has been almost entirely along one line, 
that of reproducing dramatic, or perhaps more 
often melodramatic, action. 

The present Indications point to scores of 
new uses for moving pictures In such ways 
that within a few years tbe present output of 
film producers may have to be Increased ten 
times over In order to meet tbe popular nuel 
special demand. Some of these uses nrc al- 
ready realized and have begun to be employed 
in a small way. Others are not yet even 
dreamed of. One thing leads to another, 
nothing succeeds like success nnd so man can 
yet foresee bow great a part the moving pic- 
ture Is eventually to play in human life, pro- 
gress and civilization. 

That tbe motion picture should bave In Its 
inception found Its most popular application 
In reproductions of the droinn, or In popular 
parlance, In moving picture shows, is not to 
be wondered at. Of all tbe arts the drama is 
the most universal in Its appeal. To old and 
young, rich and poor, Ignorant and wise. It 
has e nnturnl and Impelling interest. The 
poor and those of small means constituting 
fco large a share of humanity have, to a con- 
siderable extent, had the means of gratifying 
their love of music, poetry, sculpture, paint- 
ing mid literature through public concerts, 
libraries, art galleries and museums ; but the 
form of entertainment for which they cared 
most bad, until tho era of tbe moving picture, 
been the hardest for the in to get on account 



of the comparatively large Investment re- 
quired to satisfy their dramatic tastes. 

With the advent of the motion picture all 
this has been charged, and the public has 
not been slow In responding to the opportu- 
nity of dramatic entertainment offered at a 
nominal cost, &nd in neighborhood theatres 
so conveniently located that there has been 
saving of time as well as money for the 
eager spectator. The general public little 
realizes the euro and skill required in tbe 
production of a successful motion picture.

Under amusement comes first and foremost 
dramatic reproduction. While the moving 
plctuae business has developed a special 
school of actors and actresses who are more 
skilled in acting before the eye of the camera 
than their brethren of the legitimate stage, 
still the Jotter are not overlooked by the ever 
alert motion picture producers. Some of tho 
greatest plays at the high-priced theatres are 
nowadays caught by the lens of the moving 
picture machine, and reproduced before audl- 
tnces far greater In size than those who paid 
to see tbe living actors. Greater variety 
than ever before is evident In motion picture 
plays, and many new features of an educa- 
tional nature aro being produced. Travel lec- 
tures, Illustrated almost exclusively with mo- 
tion pictures, are becoming more numerous 
and popular. 

The educational possibilities of moving 
pictures arc those which promise most In the 
way of future development. This Is likely to 
be not only through the schools, both public 
and private, but also through the regular 
moving picture theatres, churches, lodges, 
lyceum bureaus and chautnuquas. A begin- 
ning has already been made In the use of 
moving picture machines in the schools of 
mnny cities and towns, sometimes for enter- 
tainment purposes along educational lines, 
ami In other Instances to supplement the 
regular teaching in history, literature, geog- 
raphy ethics, etc. At Farmlngham, Illinois, a 
municipal moving picture show nslng educa- 
tional films only has been established, nnd 
shows a small profit for the town.

Manufacturers of food products liavt 
olso taken advantage of the ugitntiou iucktent 
to the application of the l'ure Fowl and 
Drugs Act to show that their output Is nude 
under conditions to which u critical public 
cannot object. 

All sorts of propaganda and social reform 
movements can, and to some extent are being 
helped forward by means of moving pictures. 
Ilcccntly In Oklahoma City moving picture* 
showing the use and application of kkidcr- 
garten methods have been shown in an effort 
showing tho uses and application of kinder- 
garten us a part of the public school systea 
of that city.

Fanny Denham Rouse died at Ohio- 
Tille, N. Y., July 25, and was burled In 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, Tarrytown, July 27. 
8h« was bora In London, Bng., In 1831, and 
at the time of her death was the oldest 
actress In America. She came to this coun- 
try when a child with her parents. She 
sang In the choir of St. Phillip's Episcopal 
Church, Philadelphia, and first appeared on 
the stage at the Chestnut Street Theatre, 
that city, when under the management of 
James Qulnlan, In the chorus with Mme. 
Anna Thlllon, In opera. She then went to 
tho Walnut Street Theatre, that city, where 
she acted with ICdwln Forrest and others. 
Next appeared with the Buckley's Serenaders, 
at 585 Broadway, New York. In burlesque. 
She appeared In New York May 10, 1850, at 
tho Old Bowery Theatre, as Nan, the Good-for- 
Nothlng, her brother, Wm. It. Denham, being 
the Tom Dribbles. Became a regular mem- 
ber of the Old Bowery company, with John 
Brougham as manager. It wns on Thursday 
night, Nov, 13, 1850, that Brougham played 
in this city and 1'hllndelphla the same night, 
"My Fellow Clerk," called "The Stage-Struck 
Irishman." Commenced the performance at 
the Old Bowery at 7 o'clock, and terminated 
at 7.30. The company then took stages for 
the depot, took the train to Philadelphia, 
and arrived at the National Theatre, that 
city, at 10.30 The burlesque of "Poca- 
hontas" was plnyed. with James Dunn as 
Capt, John Smith : Brougham's Pow-ha-tan ; 
Fanny Denham, as Pocahontas; Salllo Par- 
tington, as Poo-tee-pet, upon the conclusion 
of which carriages were In attendance to 
take them to the Olrard House, where tbey 
lad a banquet, after which they took car- 
riiges to tho Kensington Depot, and a spe- 
cial train brought them to New York, arriv- 
ing here at 4 o'clock In the morning. 
Tho schedule wns carried out correctly, and 
everything passed off pleasantly. Fanny Den- 
bam s next appearance In New York was nt 
tho Chambers Street Theatre, when opened 
ns the American Feb. 23, 1857, by K. L. 
Davenport and Harry Watklus. She was a 
member of the company. On April 14, 1802, 
"The Enchantress" was produced at Nlblo's 
Garden, and she acted the page. While play- 
ing an engagement in Chicago she was mar- 
ried to W. A. Rouse, and together they played 
with many of the leading stars. They also 
nude a tour of the United States with their 
own rompnny, playing In every town or city 
where they found a suitable theatre or hall, 
She was engaged by Jarrett & Palmer for the 
trip to England to play "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 
siie Milled in August, 1878. The company 
appeared In London at the Princess Theatre, 
and after a run of three months was tsken on 
the continent, visiting all of the principal cities 
of (icrmany, Austria, Hungary, Switzerland, 
Holland and Bavaria. The tour lasted about 
nineteen months. Harry Palmer was the 
manager, on Jan. 13, 1890, she was tho 
Mrs, lMiililcn In "Ohlnimy Fadden," at the 
Garden Theatre, this city. She traveled with 
many of our popular male stars. Mr. Boime 
died April 11, 1885, In New York. Mrs. 
Bouse wns tho sister of Geo. W. Denham, who 
died Feb. 3, 11)07. 

Lorenxo D. Slum, who was a prominent 
aoiusomcnt promoter and the Inventor of the 
famous "dip," found In many amusement 
parks of to-day. died July 28 at bis home, 
1Mb Park Koua, N. W.. Washington, D. C. 
Death was duo to vesical calculi. Mr. Shaw 
was born In South Exeter. Me., In 1842, the 
son of n blacksmith, and he followed his 
father's trade until he showed a tendency 
for orlglnntlng novel devices. In 1880 ho 
achieved his greatest success when he Intro- 
duced at Coney Island, N. Y., the first to- 
boggan slide, later developing It Into the 
present "dip." He remained at Coney Island 
for almost' twenty years, and then removed 
to Philadelphia, where he was connected with 
the Willow Grove and Woodstock Amusement 
Parks. In 1003 he went to Washington and 
took charge of Glen Echo, and under his 
management It grew Into a money making 
resort. Mr. Shaw also made several Inven- 
tions on other lines, and had taken out more 
than seventy patents. He was a member of 
the Chamber of Commerce and the Board of 
Trade, and was an active member In these 
organizations. Interment was made In Glen- 
wood Cemetery. Washington, D. C, July 30. 
He leaves a widow, one son and four daugh- 
ters. 

Leon Mayer, who was road manager for 
"The Spring Mold" Company which closed 
its season in Brie, Pa., Aug. 10, committed 
suicide by shooting himself In the bead on 
•Monday, 12, in the Fcllx-I'ortland Hotel, 
138 West Forty-seventh Stntet, New York 
City.

Organized Tor n traveling tour In 1857, and 
John T. Uoycc wan one of tbc party. 

Birch's Minstrel* 
Traveled West, and opened In Chicago In Feb- 
ruary, 1858. Tbey shortly after located In 
St. 'Louis for a Benson. Hilly Kirch, W. 
1'enn Lehr, S. Gardner, J. Wllllnms, J. 
Mulra. lien Mallory, J. T. lloyce, M. D. Ed- 
monds, J. Cochran, K. Moore, Clu*t Moore 
and 0. M. Hill. They closed In 8t. Louis. 
Mav 22, 18. r i8, and proceeded on board ot 
fpiildlng & lingers* steamer, Ilanjo, up the 
{Mississippi River, to St. I'anl. Minn., and 
llioneo to New Orion ns. In July they took 
to the road through Missouri. J. A. Leon- 
ard, tragedian, appeared In a scone from. 
"Damon and rythlus," to Dlrcb's Lucullua. 

Bowers' Ethiopian Scrcnoders 
Organized In Troy, N. Y.,,ln March 185H, 
with J. Rowers as manager, rc. 1'leree, tnmbo;. 
Dick Iterthclon, J. Warren. Iiodch : Hob 
Smith, J. Ilngan and K. Warren, wench. 
They traveled Nortb, but closed In two weeks. 

Birch, Bowers A Fox's Minstrels 
Opened In St. Loots, Mo., at the Museum, 
Kupt. 0, 1858, where tbey located. Hilly 
Birch, K. Itoworu, C, II. Kox, J. T. Itoyre, 
£ D. Gooding. G. Charles, J. Hitter, II. 
Fcnton. It. Moore and J. V. Cluidduck. Com- 
inoucod a brief tour, but hood returned to 
St. J.culs. They disbanded Christmas night. 

Birch, Bowers & Co.'s Minstrels 

Were organized In New York February, 1851), 
iind wont traveling, opening In Slew Haven, 
Conn., Feb. 21. Hilly Hlrch, K, Bowers. Neil 
Pnvla and J. B. Donnlkcr were In the party. 
A illllleiilty occurring, llowors withdrew In 
April and returned to Now York. A re- 
organization took place, and the party was 
made up from the Kirch & Hrower and Hnlf- 
fen's party, who had Ju»t closed nt 414 
itrondwuy, New York. They started on a, 
lour tbrougb Canada under the title of 
Birch nnil Donnlkcr's Minstrels. 

They went to St. Louis, where a new 
opera house was built for them on the corner 
of Market and Fourth streets, which tliev 
opened with J. Hitter, Jig; Hen Cotton, .1. It. 
Donnlkcr, I* Condlt, J. T. lloyce. Master 
lloyce, J. Stratton and I'ote Morris. The 
party soon after closed, and Hilly Hlrch and 
who sailed for California Aug. Q, 1800. 

l. mulls' Minstrels 
Wero traveling South and visited Washing- 
ton, D. C., In January, 18158. Harvey John- 
son and B. Mallory were in the party. 

The Bowery Mlnatreta 
Wern organized In St. Louis, Mo., In January. 
1858, by J. K. Kshcr, and plnyeil there over 
a year, Kattlo Stewnrt. tambo ; Frank 
I.vneh, violin; Chas. I'ctrle. hones: Malt 
Thompson, Jig; Tommy l'ell. Hen Wheeler, 
Tom Allen, Haul Kraft, Mnjor Fllnn mid 
MIbs Leslie. 

The lirninl«iiy Minstrels 
In January, 1858, appeared nt the Melodcon. 
Huston. Shortly after they re-organized nnd 
made a traveling tour West, nnd wore known 
as tbo Metropolitan Burlesque Opera Troupe. 
with I«. W. Myers as manager; C. Frank 
West, bones; Harry Hlancbaril. banjo; Win. 
It, Brown, tambo; John C. Wood worth, ac- 
cordion; IT fry Barton, violin; Joe Mai™ 
wench; Hilly Bray (tbo Albany rattler) nnd 
C. Doekstnder, basso. 

Bill Smith's Mlnatrcla 
Were organized In New York In January, 
1856. and appeared nt the Thoatru In Albany, 
but closed up in a few weeks. 

Perliiiin'N Opcrn Troupe, 

This pnrtv was organized by IVrliam (not 
Joslah) early ill 1858, and traveled Must. 
Bmlworth'a Mlnatrels 

Were orgnnlzen In New York, nnd opened In 
the Olympic Opera House, Sixteenth Street 
and 'eighth Avenue, iu March, 1858. 

Tin- Organ MlnstrelN 
Opened at Thomeuf's Opera House, Philadel- 
phia, in .March, 1858. 

Warden's BnrlcNiinc Tronpc 
Appenred In Baltimore, Mil., In March, 1858 ; 
Frank Weston in couipnuy. 

Dick Myers' Mlnalrrla 
Were organized In riilladclphln In January. 
1858, J. It. (Dick) Myers, J. llnswortli, I'nul 
Berger J. and II. Conrad In the party. 

Richard Myers was born In Hnltlmnrc, 
Mil., May 5, 1800. Was connected with 
minstrel companies for a great innny years. 
In l s:ir> he played the violin accompaniment 
to S. S. Sanford'a singing. Ho was consid- 
ered one of the best violinists In the pro- 
fession. His Inst performance In public was 
nt the Cape May (N, J.) Court House. Aug. 
5, 1K74, and on the morning of the lltli said, 
spenk'ng to Ills violin ; "I have played you 
for 11m last time. Yon go under my tied 
when I get borne, and lie there." lie died In 
Philadelphia on Sept. 10, 1874. 

Morris' Ethiopian Opera Troupe 
Was a parly of colored Individuals who gnvo 
a portermnnce nt KochCBtcr, N. Y., April 20, 
1858. Johnny Codoy, Jig dnnccr, was in tbo 
parly. After visiting a few plncos they 
closed. 

Emmet A. Lombard's Purl j 
Were organized April 20, 1858, and opened nt

The GulcnlinrKh Minstrels 
Were organized In Gnlesburgli, In Mny, 185H, 
nnd opened at the Opera House under I'nnly 
& Daniels' management. Gus Howard. T. 
11. Johnson. J. O. N'oyos, S. V. Shelly, Frank 
(Irny nr.<l 8. S. Shepnrd. They were localcd 
there fur tho Summer. 

George Christy's Minstrels. 

In May, 1858, It. M. Hooley engaged Gcorco 
Christy (who had lust retired from Wood 8 
Minstrels), Eugene, (I. W. II. Grlflln, M, 
Lewis, nnd Master Clus Howard — then mem- 
bers of Christy & Wood's Minstrels — nnd 
Willi S. ('. Campbell sailed for Snn Fran- 
riant lit Join the Sun Friinrlscit Minstrels 
uuler Tbiimns Mngulre's liinungement, Tliey 
arrived there May 27, and opened nt Ma- 
nure's Opera House, June 7. Lothian, 
Barker, (ieo. Coes. Abbott nnd H. Denves were 
in tiie party, Soon after tuey opened, sum 



Wells appeared en one of the ends. As a 
compliment to Ueo. Christy, Mr. Hoqlcy 
called them the 'Geo. Christy's.' In Sep- 
tember, 1838, they made a tour of the in- 
terior, and In October returned to San Kran- 
clsco. and rc-appeared at Mngulrc's. In Jan- 
uary, 1850. a split took place In tho party 
in consequenco of a difficulty between Christy 
nud Wells. After a Btay of ten monlbs on 
the Pacific Coast, George returned East -with 
a band, In partnership with It. M. Hooley, 
nmong whom were Geo. Cocs, Lothian, Eu- 
gene, and others. They went to New Or- 
leans and opened at Odd Fellows Hall. They 
then came North and were In Cincinnati, 
April 25, 1850. K. Bowers. Eugene S. C. 
Campbell, J. Hernnnn, Muster Gus Howard, 
Grllltn Koppltz and Chrlsterlne were. In the 
parly. They were then known as 

Hooley nnd Christy's. 

Itelurned to New York and opened nt 444 
Broadway, May 23. 1850, but George Christy 
was enjoined by Henry Wood and not al- 
lowed to perform. It appears thnt wlien be 
■withdrew from Henry Wood, George sinned 
an agreement not to perform In New York 
for a year and a half, as George designed 
being nwny during that tlmo, but Ml Cali- 
fornia trip not proving profitable, lie re- 
turned Just one MM afler leaving. The 
court grinned the Injunction nnd George did 
not appear, hut the cum puny did. J. II. Ilud- 
wortli took the position vacated by George. 
Hernnnn, KapiiIlK, Lolhlnn, Eugene, Ucorge 
Cues tend) nnd B. Bowers were Iu too party. 
Coes retired In Juno and Uallngher took ills 
place. The party went on a traveling tour 
In July. 18511. Cnol White Joined them Aug. 
13. Coes ri'lurtiMl to Sun Krniiclscn In July, 
1850. The time of the Injunction having ex- 
pired on Nov. 1, they opened at Mhlo's Hn- 
loon, Now York, on that date. In October 
they wero on the road again, with Eugene, 
Cool White, J. A. Herman, Lothlnn, J. Itx'cvus, 
H. C. Campbell. «. W. II. Grlllln, J. k. P'd- 
wnrds. A. J. Hoblis. E. Byron Christy, J. 
Illlllnrd and Mnstcr Gub llownrd. The qunr- 
tetle of this company became Justly cele- 
brated, and we doubt If It has ever been sur- 
paiaed In artistic excellence. It Included 
Hcrrman, Coes, C. S. Campbell and Q. W. 
II. Clrlffln. Gustavo Bldaux opened Jan. SO, 
18110. Owing to some inlBunilcrstandlng be- 
tween Chrlstv nnd Hooley as to the pro- 
prietorship of tbo concern, they nepa rated 
Jan. 28, 1800. 

Hooley started a troupe on tho road, and 
Christy remained at Nlblo's Saloon. W. 
White was Interlocutor, and M. C. Campbell, 
lmllnillst. Billy Arlington appeared In March, 
and W. White sailed for California March G, 
to attend to some private business. Tho com- 
panv dosed at Nlblo's Saloon July 28, nnd 
opened In Philadelphia, ot tbo National The- 
atre. They inndo a Southern tour with the 
following people: Goo. Christy, manager; 
Frank Tryon, treasurer ; John P. Smith, 
ngent; M. Kelly, ballads; E. Hallnm, flute; 
W. Arlington, tambo ; Leon, -wench ; T. Mac- 
nally, violin; O. P. Perry, cornet; W. Cross, 
basso ; John Fclk, second violin ; Julian Clnlr- 
vlllo, plnno, and Master Willie, Jig. They 
wero in Chnrlenton, 8. C, tbo night of tho 
evncuntlon of Fort Moultrie by Motor Ander- 
son. On their return to New York thoy 
opened nt Irving Hall, In May, 1801. George 
nnd 0. Fox wero on the ends. J. A. Herman, 
F. Carletln, d. W. Wrlghtmon. J. Ilnyley. 
Hnshini, lllnnquc, Master Hobby Lynnes nnd 
Master Leon, wtneb. Cool White left June 
10, nnd K. Byron Christy opened ns middle- 
man. Owing to very bad business tbey closed 
there and opened nt Stuyvcsant Hall, ■where 
thev closed late In September. Ilerrmnn left 
til ehi and Strnttnn took. his place In August; 
also Chns. Fox, whose position was filled by 
Arlington. 

After making a brief traveling tour they 
rollnpsed nt Buffalo, N, Y„ May 27, 18(12. 
The pnrly consisted of Arlington. HnHluin, 
Chilrvlllc C. Abbott, It. M. Corwln, Jnpa- 
neso Tommy, and others. Frank Tryon was 
treasurer. During Wio Summer of 18(12 
Christy occupied 585 Broadway, New York, 
nnd continued up to the end of November, 
when George and his partner, Brlggs, dls- 
uolviil partnership nnd vnented tho ploee. 
Arlington, Win. Beeves, Cooper, Corwln, 
MoMnnd Dick Snnds, Eugene Florence. Jules 
Strnlton. W. II. Lewis, Walter Hlrch and 
Billy Allen wero in the company. Once moro 
lto took n party on the road In December. 
Billy Qtilnn, N. W. Gould, J. S. Marlniwl, 
Eugene Florence, Frank Spenr, V. Honlface, 
T, warren, L. Jacobs, It.

Wood. In January. 18U3, they visited Ha- 
vana, Cuba, bat their stay thorc was a very 
brief one, ns they burst up.

Birch, Bower. & Co.'s Minstrels 

Were organized In New York February, 1850, 
end went traveling, opening In New Haven.

Dick Myera' Minstrels 
Were organized In Philadelphia In January, 
1858, J. It. (Dick) Myers, J, Unaworth, Paul 
Bergi'i- J. and II. Conrad In the party. 

Richard Myers wns born In Baltimore, 
Md., May 5, 1800. Was connected with 
minstrel companies for a great many yearn. 
In 18H0 lie played the violin accompaniment 
to S. S. - Sanford's singing, nc was consid- 
ered one of the best violinists In the pro- 
trusion. Ills last performance In public was 
at tho Cape May (N. J.) Court House, Aug.

Wells appeared on one of the ends. As a 
compliment to Geo.

Charles F. Coghlan wag born about 1811, 
In Paris, France, of Irish parents, arid wag 
Intended by bis father for a lawyer, but he 
tired of bis studies and at the age of eighteen 
determined to go upon tbe stage. In I860 
be secured an engagement with an English 
company, touring the provinces during tbe 
Summer. While with the company he wrote 
bis first play which, though not accepted, so 
impressed Manager Bucfcstone, of the Hay- 
market Theatre, London, ling., that he en- 
gaged young Coghlan for a season to play 
minor roles at that house. Mr. Cogblnn was 
next engaged to play Juveniles in a company 
louring the provinces, and the following sea- 
son returned to London, playing at tbe 
Olympic. Then followed another provincial 
tour, after which he again returned to the 
Ungllsh metropolis. 

In 1808 he was a member of the company 
nt the St. James Theatre, London, where 
he played, among other roles, Charles Sur- 
face, in "School for Scandal." Later he went 
to the Lyceum, where be supported Adelaide 
N'cllson, In "Life for Life." In 1870 be be- 
came a member of the company at Prince of 
Wales' Theatre. On April 23 of that year 
Mr. Coghlnn assumed the role of Chudlclgh 
Duns-combe, In the first production of T. W. 
Robertson's "M. P." On Nov. 26 following 
he acted the role of Angus McAllstcr, In a re- 
vival of "Ours." George D'Alroy, In "Caste," 
was the next role of importance which be 
was railed upon to play, and this was fol- 
lowed in May, 1872, by Alfred Evelyn, in a 
revival of "Money." In all his work at this 
house he had been most successful, but his 
portrayal of this role drew forth tbe highest 
praise from the critics of the London press. 
The run of this comedy was followed in April, 
1874, by a revival of "School for Scandal," 
in which Mr. Coghlan was again seen as 
Charles Surface. 

In November of dhe same year W. S. Gil- 
bert's "Sweethearts" was given Its first pro- 
duction, and In It Mr. Coghlan played Harry 
Sprcndbrow. In April, 1875, ho acted the 
rnln of Shylor.k, In a grand revival of "Tbe 
Merchant of Venice." In this role he failed 
to make a good Impression, and, while the 
production was handsomely put on, It was 
short-lived. Mr. Coghlan was next seen at 
(lie Princess Theatre, in August, 1875, as 
Claude Melnottc, In "The Lady of Lyons," to 
Hie Pauline of Ellen Terry, and again ho 
found little favor. 

In 1870 Mr. Coghlan came to the United 
states and made his American debut Sept. 
12, 1870, as Alfred Evelyn, In "Money," at 
Daly's Fifth Avenue Theatre, and scored a 
decided success. During the season at this 
house he played, among other roles, Schuyler 
Samples, in "Life:" Orlando, In "As You Like 
It ;" the Duke, In "The American ;" Jack 
1 ■ erryn. In "Lemons ; or. Wedlock for Seven ;" 
lorn Havens, In "Blue Grass," and Frederick 
trench in "Princess Royal." The following 
season he played a varied round of charac- 
ters ; his Jean Renaud, In "A Celebrated 
t-ase. won special favor. The play was given 
one hundred and eleven performances. Mr. 
'-ORblan was next leading man at Wallack's 
(later the Star), where he appeared the sea- 
son of 1878-70 with his sister Rose. Among 
oilier plays in which they appeared were "The 
Rivals" and "School for Scandal." 

In July, 1870, Mr. Coghlan returned to 
i/oiidon where he remained until 1883. when 
lie ngnln enme to tils country for a season's 
lour, in January, 1884, he appeared In the 
fijipport of Mrs. Langtry at the Fifth Avenue 
men ire, New York, and continued in her com- 
pany during her American tour, at the close 



of which be once more went to England and 
appeared with Mrs. Langtry In a production 
of his own play. "Enemies." adapted from 
Ohnefs "Lc Grande Marnlerc." On Mrs. 
Lnngtry's next visit to the United States Mr. 
Coghlan was still In her support, appearing 
at the Fifth Avenue Theatre In "The Lady of 
Lyons." "Lady Clancarty," "As In a Looking 
Glass," tho title role la "Macbeth," and 
Jacques, In "Aa You Like It." Tie follow- 
ing year he was again with Mrs. Langtry's 
company, and with her returned to England. 
At the Princess Theatre, London, In Novem- 
ber, 1800, be achieved great success as An- 
tony, to the Cleopatra of Mrs. Langtry. Tho 
following year Mrs. Lnngtry produced Mr. 
Cogblan's play, "Lndy Barter." in which tho 
author assumed the role of Colonel Pearce. 

In 1891 he returned to America, and with 
his sister Rose presented "Lady Barter," he 
playing his original role. They next revived 
"Diplomacy," at the Star Theatre, this city, 
In which Mr. Coghlan played the role of 
Henri Benuclerc, a performance which won 
him high praise. In January, 1804, Mr. 
Coghlan was again the leading support of 
his sister, playing Lord Illlngwortb, In "A 
Woman of No Importance," at the Fifth Ave- 
nue Theatre. In the Spring of the same year, 
while on tour, Mr. Coghlnn was taken 111. and 
Inter took another trip to England, where, 
upon his recovery, he played several im- 
portant engagements, among others that with 
Forbes Robertson's production of "Romeo and 
Juliet," In which he played Mercutio. 

In 1807 he was engaged for Mrs. Flake's 
company In the production of "Toss of the 
D'UrbcrvllICB," In which he created tho role 
of Alec Stcko-D'Urbervllle, for the rendition 
of Which he again won great praise. The fol- 
lowing season he starred In his own play, 
"The Royal Box." He continued to present 
this play until April. 1801). when he produced 
another of his plays, "Citizen Pierre," which 
met with Indifferent success. The season of 
181)9-1000 Mr. Coghlan was starring In "The 
Royal Box," and had to stop playing Oct. 30, 
at Galveston, Tex., where ho died Nov. 27. 

Mr. Coghlnn was one of the best known and 
most finished actors of his day. No matter 
what style of character might be assigned 
lilm, it was always sure of capital treat- 
ment at his hands, and In the "drawing- 
room** piny lie shono resplendently. Ho was 
one of the few actors of his day who could 
wear a dress suit on the Btage and forget 
he had It on. Ho was always a polished, 
cnreful and conscientious actor, and there 
was withal a rcfresbng dash and spontantcty 
about his work that placed him above most 
of his confreres, and there Is little doubt 
that, had he taken up the serious drama of 
Shakespeare, he would have carved a nnrae 
for himself among those who have helped to 
make enduring the work of the Bard of Avon. 

Besides being entitled to a niche In the 
actors* "Hall of Fame," Mr. Coghlan also 
took rank as a capable playwright, and other 
plays than those above mentioned of which 
he was author are : "Brothers," "Lady Flor," 
"A Quiet Rubber," a revised version of Lord 
Lytton's play, "The House of Darnley ;" 
"Jocclyn." "The Checkbook" and "Her Lady- 
ship," the last named of which ho did not 
live to seo produced. On Oct, 24, 180S, he 
was married to Kuehne Bcverldge, In In- 
dianapolis, but this marriage was annulled 
and a reconciliation effected with his first 
wife, who, with his daughter, Gertrude, and 
his sister, Rose, survived him. The rcmnlns 
were placed temporarily In a receiving vault 
In Lake View Cemetery, Galveston, but were 
later brought to New York for cremation.

AMERICAN PRODUC- 
TIONS IN LONDON. 

Considerable stress Is being laid upon the 
fact that some American plays are being pro- 
duced successfully In dear old London, amongst 
which might be mentioned "The Easiest 
way," "The Pink Lady" and Chas. Klein's 
"The Third Degree," the latter under the 
title of "Find tbo Woman," and a few others, 
and arguments are advanced to show that 
our English cousins are not prejudiced against 
American artists. It may he that their slow- 
ness to recognize the merits of American art 
and artists is on a par with their density in 
grasping the point of American wit and 
humor. Be that as It may, the fact remains 
that some of the most brilliant successes In 
America have fallen flat when produced be- 
fore a London audience, and this has ex- 
tended over a long period. Our test actors 
have been coolly received unless a combina- 
tion was made with one of the London Idols. 
\i. H. Sotbern and Nat Goodwin arc under 
few obligations to the English theatre pa- 
trons. Hose Stahl, after making a great hit 
In London with a music hall skit, which was 
afterwards elaborated Into a great American 
success, under the title of "The Chorus Lady," 
when reproduced In London was a failure. 
It docs not follow from this that the Eng- 
lish people do not admire our work simply 
because It Is American : they arc not preju- 
diced against us, neither arc they disposed 
to condemn anything we do which they un- 
derstand to be good. The whole trouble 
rests in the fact that they think and act 
alower than we do — they are not familiar 
with our Jokes, our slang and our ideas of 
being funny. Glve^tliem time enough and 
they wilt catch on, but the action of an 
American play Is so quick that It Is all over 
before the average Englishman has sired up 
what it was all about. In a tike manner 
some of the wit that Is put over the music 
ball footlights In London would fall flat upon 
an American, not because he is prejudiced 
against Englishmen, but because the style of 
humor Is different from that which he bat 
been accustomed to. 

Summing It up, It la safe to say that It 
we send over s play that Is full of Ameri- 
canisms, no matter whether It Is humor or 
pathos, it will fall, hut If we send over a 
good play that will appeal to the heart In- 
terest of the playgoer, no matter what nil 
nationality may be, its chances of success an 
as good In England as In America. ,

The cup that seems to appeal to managers 
as well as patrons of theatres Is that made 
of two separate pieces. This Is used once 
and then crashed: This forces the bottom 
out, rendering the cup useless.

Following the publication In several of the 
dally papers last week of the news article 
which gives the Impression that the booking 
agency known as the United Hooking Offices 
of America was mulcted In the sum of 
$30,0(10 through a decision of Justice Leh- 
man, Mr. Goodman, general counsel for the 
agency, Issues the following statement ; 

"We desire to correct the very misleading 
statement Issued by the attorneys for the 
plaintiffs In the case of Amann et al., against 
the United Booking Offices of America, and 
printed In some of the morning papers. The 
statement made It appear that Judgment for 

J 30.000 had been entered against the de- 
endants, and that In his decision Justice 
Lehman 'severely scored' the several deiend- 
nnts for creating and maintaining an unlaw- 
ful combination. 

"The fact Is that no judgment has been 
catered for $30,000, or any other sum, and 
under the very language of the decision no 
such Judgment could be entered, because the 
defendants are given leave to serve answers 
to the complaint. Nor la any one of the de- 
fendants scored or even mentioned In the de- 
cision. The decision was made upon a mo- 
tion as to the sufficiency of the plaintiff's 
complaint, and not after a trial upon the 
Issues. Judge Lehman held that, assuming 
the facta alleged In the complaint to be true, 
the complaint Is good, and the defendants* 
should be required to serve an answer." 

The United Booking Offices' statement fur- 
ther says tbat Amann and Hartley have not 
worked for any of the houses booked by tbat 
concern for ten years. They also go Into 
the details of the case, all of which will come 
out In court,

Just take a Btroll down tble 
famous old lane and drop Into tbe old Bowery 
Theatre and witness a performance of tbe 
l'ate Makers, a burlesque organization that, 
with one exception, will stand tbe test of 
tbe censor committee. Every year the Bowery 
looks forward to tbe opening of tbls popular 
noose, and It seemed on last Saturday even- 
ing that every resident turned out to give 
it a royal send-off. Tbe bouse was packed 
from top to bottom by a typical Bowery 
audience, wbo are generally not backward 
in showing their appreciation, and. believe 
me, the laugbter and applause wee tbe loud- 
est I have ever heard. 

As for tbc show. It Is one continuation of 
laughs, following each other so rapidly that 

Sou hardly recover from one before yon are 
oldlng your sides roaring over another. It 
Ig pure, wholesome comedy at that, very little 
loggestlvcness being noticed In the •whole 
program. The ecenery and costumes, while 
not new, made a fairly good showing. 

Tbe piece offered is the old idea about a 
girls' seminary, and hae been seen ir bur- 
lesque for many years. The first act las 
two scenes, opening at a girls' seminary, 
and tbe second scene taking place in the 
girls' dormitory.

So many theatres hare been erected In 
New York City during the past five years 
that the opening of a new one excites little 
Interest In local theatrical circles, and the 
dally newspapers devote little space to the 
event, but The Clipper, being a theatrical 
paper, feels It Its duty to devote the space 
necessary to describe the new playhouse, 
which, In this Instance, Is the Forty-elgbth 
Street Theatre, which was opened to the 
public for the first time on Monday, Aug. l'J. 

Although Shakespeare has said the play's 
the thing, we will speak first of the theatre. 
It la situated almost directly alongside of 
the Playhouse, between that structure and 
Broadway. It has a street frontage of ninety- 
five feet and a depth of ninety-eight feet. 

The style of architecture is Colonial, and 
the construction la of brick, with glazed 
white terra cotta trimmings, on a limestone 
base. The Interior decorations are in old 
ivory, with gray tapestry panels and gray 
hangings, carpets and seats. The lobby Is 
of veined Italian marble, with doors of golden 
oak enameled In white. The seating capacity 
la 060. 

Only light, humorous plays will be put on 
here. The auditorium la of the modern inti- 
mate type, bringing the spectators into close 
touch with the players. The proscenium 
opening li 36 feet In breadth and 31 feet 
high, and the stage is 32 feet deep, with a 
width of 71 feet to the side walla There are 
ten dressing rooms, several of them with pri- 
vate baths. The stage la particularly we'l 
equipped for productions, and the electrical 
apparatus is largely new In design. Foot- 
lights will be used only on rare occasions 
and the stage will be lighted from the top 
and aides. 

"Just Like John" would have been a rous- 
ing success ten years ago. As the work now 
stands it 1b commonplace, with time-worn 
situations. The second act Is, however, full 
of laughter, so much so that the first and 
last acts suffer by comparison. The last act 
falls with such a heavy thud that one almost 
forgets the fun of act two. We have a falut 
suspicion that this piece was written many 
years ago. The fact that It la offered In a

They sang some 
new songs, Including "I'm Glad You're Going.'* 
The Texas Tommy finish slid them off in 
good form to applause in plenty. 

The Dreamland Musical Comedy, • troupe 
of six, was a mix-up between a couple in love 
with eacb other, a meddling, effeminate young 
man and three girls, who sang and danced, 
and posed In a dream picture. The lady 
principal sang "That Mellow Melody" and 
"That Bogey Man." The finish showed an 
electrically lighted auto, with wheels revolving 
to a lively getaway of the bride and groom.

Polack, Pittsburgh, Pa.; Samuel Hauauer, 
Beaver Falls. Pa. ; J. Buttermore, Scottdalc, 
Pa., and 0. 0. Couch, Carnegie, Pa. 

Several automobiles took the managers for 
a tour of the city, a luncheon was served at 
noon, and at 7 o'clock in the evening a din- 
ner was given In the private dining hall of 
the Colonial Hotel.

IMPROVIDENT 
PERFORMERS. 

. When .the ' youth reaches manhood and 
launches Into, the world to carve out a liveli- 
hood and a future for himself, his first ex- 
perience ^usually becomes a large factor lb 
i shaping Els career. If be meets with diffi- 
culties and hardships at the start, and over- 
comes, them,, he la generally on .guard against 
many of the pitfalls which might land him 
again in trouble and want. If he meets with 
Immediate success and has everything coming 
easy to him, he thinks it will always be so, 
and be ..becomes careless and Improvident. 
This applies particularly to the successful 
performer, who seemingly does not realise 
that he will become old, or that be may fail 
In his work through illness or some other 
cause, so be squanders his Income as fact as 
he receives It This seldom lasts a great 
while ; bad habits are formed which make 
him an easy victim to disease or some in- 
firmity that soon robs him of the prestige 
he has gained on the stage. Tben will follow 
years In which he can only hope for a pre- 
carious living, wblcb usually ends in abject 
poverty. Nothing has been laid away for a 
rainy day ; be belongs to no beneficial or- 
ganisation, and the only thing left for him 
to do is to appeal to the generosity of his 
former fellow performers. These appeals are 
numerous — too numerous, In fact — because 
many of the caeca arc unworthy of assist- 
ance, and It is difficult for the charitably ills- 
posed players to distinguish between the de- 
serving and the undeserving. The show peo- 
ple are notable for their liberality towards 
their own members in distress, and this fact 
makes them an easy mark for many unwortby 
solicitors. The Actors' Fund responds to 
many calls made upon It, but its means are 
limited, and It cannot do much for each 
applicant, as the yearly dues of Its members, 
although the amount Is small, are collected 
with great difficulty. Many performers never 
think of the Actors' Fund until they arc in 
want, and then they complain If their every 
request is not granted. It seems strange that 
in a profession with such a large member- 
ship, and where such large sums of money 
are earned annually, there is not some plan 
formulated whereby the worthy unfortunates, 
who are not entirely Incapacitated, could bo 
taken care of in their dayB of adversity; It 
would not require a very large contribution 
from each one annually to accomplish this, 
and If such an organisation was properly 
managed, there would be but little chance for 
Imposition. Efforts in this direction have 
been made In the past with little result, 
owing to the fact that only a small portion 
of the performers have manifested any In- 
terest in it. The prosperous ones don't see 
the groat need for It, and the others rro 
either Indifferent, or think that they cannot 
afford It It will therefore be necessary to 
educate all classes In the profession up to 
the necessity for an organisation having tbls 
object only In view. The prosperous ones of 
today may be down and out In the near 
futnre, and those who arc so prosperous 
should be made to realise that In supporting

It was originally 
produced by Mr. Steger on Oct 30, 1011, at 
Atlantic City, N. J., and was then Immedi- 
ately taken to Chicago, whore It ran for ten 
weeks, with Mr. Steger In the leading male 
role. , 

The Messrs. Shubert are responsible for 
the present production, and It will remain at 
this theatre as long at the business war- 
rants Its retention there. 

The author acknowledges his indebtedness 
for the basic Idea of the play to a German 
source. Its title is derived and the play re- 
volves about the character of Frederick 
Hoffman, a wealthy manufacturer, living In 
comparative affluence In a fine home near 
Buffalo, N. Y. . Into this town comes a 
young woman of pleasing appearance, who 
has been engaged by Mrs. Hoffman as a 
companion. It. soon develops that she Is an 
adventuress, for. upon having beguiled the 
young son of the family, and on learning 
that an elopement with her would . lead to 
Ills,. disinheritance, .she. changes her tactics 
and worms herself Into "the affection of the 
father .Instead. .Mrs.' Hoffman, suspecting 
only ..that It Is ' the son who .Is being hood- 
winked by the- designing young woman, dis- 
charges her, and then comes the sudden drop 
1 1 n Mr. Janes' play ,;' and . the loss of, all . in- 
terest loathe character' of Frederick Hoffman, 
when he informs hU. wife that he shall leave 
her and seek,! a' divorce, as they arc tempera- 
mentally misstated.' As ' the" young woman 
leaves the house the wife sees her husband 
depart with' her, and she realizes for the 
first time the folly of her husband and the 
disgrace this designing young woman has 
brought upon the entire Hoffman- family. 
From being the "master of the house" we 
find him living later in fine apartments with 
the adventuress. He has married her. after 
having divorced the mother of his children, 
and we also find that. he Is being treated by 
her exactly, as such aa old fool deserved to 
be. There could be no possible sympathy 
for htm, even when he rids himself of her', 
and returns, at the end of act four, to bis 
loyal wife and children, who, of course, re- 
ceive the repentant sinner with open arms, 
and the play ends. 

From what promised at the start to develop 
Into an Interesting play, the failure came by 
the entire lack of reality throughout the >in> 
folding of Its story, and the brutality of the 
fatuer towards - bis wife and children. At 
different points In Mr. James 1 play there is 
an abruptness (n the action which cause his 
characters to figure in scenes and situations 
entirely at variance with naturalness and 
consequently intended effectiveness Is lost. 

Maleolm Williams did finely In the charac- 
ter of Frederick Hoffman, Florence Reed was 
capital as the adventuress, and Forrest Robin- 
son gave a fine Impersonation of an attorney 
friend of the family. Helen Relmer also did 
a neat bit as an old servant. In fact, the 
entire cast was competent in every particular.

This handsome playhouse opened its sea- 
son on the above mentioned date, and Its 
offering, "Ready Money," Is a sure-fire hit, 
quite the biggest the house has sheltered 
since its erection, with the possible excep- 
tion of "The Passing of the Third Floor 
Back." 

James Montgomery has written a clever 
and amusing piece, full of real laughs, with 
here and there a touch of the dramatic. The 
dialogue Is at all times interesting, from the 
rise of the first curtain to its final fall. The 
piece, which Is well constructed, is written 
around the old proverb that '.'Nothing suc- 
ceeds like success." Producer Frazee has 
gone the limit In the selection of the players 
and In the mounting of the piece. 

The play begins on New Year's Eve and 
ends two days later. It concerns the pros- 
pects of Stephen Balrd, a young: mine pros- 
pector, who owns a lot of apparently worth- 
less mining stock and a genuine twenty-five 
Ceqt piece in change. His' note for 120,000, 
secured by a mortgage on -his mine In Ari- 
zona, falls due the following day, and the 
parents of his fiancee are ' unwilling to see 
their daughter married to an unsuccessful 
btfslnnas man. As he Is brooding over his 
bard luck, he receives a visit from an ac- 
quaintance, one Jackson '.Ives,' who tells him 
of a- plan to- get a lot of money. "I am the 

freatest counterfeiter In the world," says 
res:-- 'For years I have baffled Captain West 
and his aides of the Secret 1 Service staff. But 
they know that I am passing 'phoney' money. 
Let s go into partnership. You pass it: They 
don't know you and we will divide the good 
money. Here are fifty bills that I made tny- . 
self. Bach bill Is' of a' thousand dollar de- 
nomination. No living soul can tell them 
from the genuine, .so perfect is .my work." 

Balrd, of course, refuses. "But, says Ives, 
"you do not need to spend It Just show It 
to your friends. Not one man in five hun- 
dred has ever seen a thousand . dollar bill. 
Flash It on your friends, and watch the re- 
sult." Balrd decides to test the Idea. 
' When his wealthy friends see the "roll" 
ibey jumpat the conclusion that- Balrd'a mine 
Is giving out gold by the ton. and they Insist 
upon buying stock In- it, giving their checks 
for the amount they: subscribe for. .Balrd 
does not want- to take their money, but they 
Insist. They leave him with about' twenty 
checks, amounting In all to $60,000. 

At this .point the. Secret Service men come 
upon the scene and the war of wits between 
them and Ives begins, with Ives the victor 
at the end. Despite the fact that they ore 
arrested. Balrd's friends refuse to take their 
checks back. A man with fifty thousand dol- 
lars must be on the level,, they argue. .Cap- 
tain West examines the bills, with the aid of 
.the. government expert They are -pronounced 
genuine, and of course there Is no arrest, 
llalrd gets a telegram from Arizona, telling 
Mm that the mine Is spitting gold and all 
ends well as Ives Is tearing up the money 
pronounced genuine by the government ex- 
ports, for he saya. "I know that this Is bad 
money, for I made-It myself only last week. 

The acting Is of high order, although the 
good roles are in the hands of the men play- 
ers. There Is not an Important "woman role" 
in the piece. ■•• - <• 

Wm. Courtenay gave an excellent perform- 
ance as Balrd, playing the role with quiet 
dignity. It la the best acting he has done 
since the days of "Arsene Lupin." He fits 
the part perfectly. He was given a warm 
reception the opening night, for It was three 
minutes before the audience permitted him 
to speak his opening line. 

Sharing the honors with him was Joseph 
Kllgour, who played the role of Ives, the 
counterfeiter. Mr. Kllgour played the part 
with fine skill. It Is a performance that 
ranks In every way with his splendid work 
as Brockton, In "The Easiest Way." 

The role of Capt. West, of the Secret Ser- 
vice, Is not a big one, but, as played by Ben 
Johnson, It becomes one of the moat Impor- 
tant In the play. 

Leo Donnelly scored an emphatic hit as 
Sidney Rosenbnum, a young Jewish specu- 
lator ef good family. Many lines of comedy 
fall to Mr. Donnelly, and he gets them over 
the footlights with a bang. 

James Bradbury, as a hen-pecked husband, 
handled his rote with splendid skill. 

As we have said before, the parts assigned 
to tho women are unimportant, and the ladles 
of the company did nil that could be done 
with the scant material that Mr. Montgomery 
has given them. 

Margaret Greene, ns Balrd's s.wccfhcnrt, 
was pretty and charming. She Is a clrvcr 
actress, ns those who have seen her In other 
plays can testify. 

Ida Darling, Fay Wallace and Elizabeth 
Nelson were much in the same boat They 
bad really nothing to do but to look pretty, 
which was caSy for them. The rest of the 
men players were all excellent in their re- 
spective roles, •' ... 

"Ready Mdncy" has already been seen In 
Chicago, and only last week created a sensa- 
tion In London, England. The second week 
of the local engagement began Monday, Aug.

TONY PASTOR 

Died Aug. 26, 1908 



JULES E. F. MASSANBT. 

Jules Emllc Frederic Massanct, tbo noted 
composer, died Aug. 18, at his home in Paris, 
Prance, alter a long Illness with cancer. 

He was bom Mav 12, 1842, near St. Etlcnne, 
and almost before" he had learned his letters 
he garve evidence of the possesion of musical 
talent of a high order. He could play a 
sonaba of Beethoven on the piano at four, 
and became, barely five years later, a pupil 
at the Porls Conservatoire, with Lauren, Re- 
ber and Ambroise Thomas as liu teachers. 
In 1802 lie won the much coveted Prix d« 
Rome. 

At the age of twenty-three he returned to 
Paris to marry one of Liszt's most accom- 
plished pupils, to publish the "Requiem 
Muss" and the oratorio, "Mary Magdalene," 
bo had composed while traveling In Italy, 
and to prepare for the production of "David 

RlMtO." 

In 1837. through the Influence of Ambrolse 
Thomas, his "La Grand Tantc" was pro- 
duced at the Opera Comlque. It was not, 
however, until after the Franco-Prussian War 
that ho rose to the first rank among the 
young French composers by the production 
of the opera comlque, "Don Cesar de Bszan." 
That was in 1872. His music for ."Los 
ErlnnycV appeared In 1878. The oratorio 
"Eve" followed in 1870. Then followed more 
orchestral music, Including the overture to 
"Phedre." 

With "La Rol do Lahore," In 1877, the 
composer achieved a real success. Then fol- 
lowed "La Vlerge," which was regarded as a 
failure, but has since become a success. At 
Christmas In 1881 Massanct went to Brussels 
to produce "Herodlade." Later this work 
was heard In Paris, London and New York. 

"Mlnon" followed in January, 1884: "Le 
Cld," Nov. 30, 1886; "Le Crocodile," 1880; 
"ICsclormonde.'' 188D, and "Le Mage," 1801. 
Then followed "Werther" and "Le Carillon. 
"Thais" was produced in 1804 ; "Le Portrait 
de Manon" and "La Navarralse" in the same 
year; "Sapho," 180T ; "Ccndrillon," 1890; 
,r 'Grlselldls, T ' 1001; "Le Jongleur de Notre 
Dame," 1002; "Cherubin," 1005, and "Arl- 
ane," 1906. Since then the composer had 
produced "Bacchus." "Therese," "Don Qul- 
chotte" nnd "Roma." Many of these works 
were hoard In Monte Carlo before they were 
heard In Paris. "Don Qulcbotte" found 
Its way to London through Oscar Hammer- 
stein, who always remained faithful to Ma«« 
scnet 



The deceased took high rank among the 
most noted of the world's composers. He 
was very versatile and It has been said of 
him that he could write an opera In nuy 
style required of lilin. Pew composers have 
given to us ns many operas as he, and while 
some of them met with little favor, many of 
them arc of the lasting kind. 

In the world of music in Prance, aside 
from his standing as a composer, he was also 
very prominent. 

In 1878 he replaced Bazln as professor of 
advanced composition In tbe Conservatoire, 
holding the position until 1800. In 1876 he 
was decorated with the Legion of Honor, be- 
coming an officer In 1888. lie was also elect- 
ed a member of the Academle des Beaux 
Arts In place of Ratln, and to tbe exclusion 
of Salnt-Saens, who was generally expected 
to be the new member. Massenet was only 
thlrtr-slx at the time, and was the youngest 
member ever elected to the Academic des 
Beaux Arts, for Halevy. who was tbe most 
romarkable previous example of what may 
be called "academic precocity," was thirty- 
seven when be entered the institute la 1836. 

Marguerite Saxton, at one time a cele- 
brated actress, died at the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in Chicago, Saturday night, Aug. 17, 
aged slxty-tbrce years. Miss Saxton had 
been ill since June 26. when she was sent to 
tbe hospital by Edward W. Steele, assistant 
manager of toe Colonial Theatre, in that 
city, Rnd the local representative of the 
Actors' Pnnd of America. Deceased was a 
well known player of Shakespearean charac- 
ters, and for several seasons was a leading 
member of Edwin Booth's company. During 
the presidency of James A. Garfield, Miss 
Baxton's fame as an actress and a Southern 
belle was at Its zenith, and she was made 
much of by Washington society. She went 
to Chicago four years ago. and conducted a 
dramatic school there. Her funeral took 
place under the direction of the Actors' Pund. 

Nora Decnrll. — According to a cable re- 
ceived In Milwaukee, Wis., Nora Decarll, a 
German actress, died In Berlin, Germany, on 
Aug, 17. She was for several seasons lead- 
ing woman in a German stock company, 
which played In Milwaukee and Chicago. 

Hrnry Kiasr Sv., a Civil War veteran 
and well known musician, died of heart 
disease while riding on a trolley car in 
Trenton, N. J., Tuesday morning, Aug. 18. 

Walter S. Wlnniett, brother of the 
late Thomas H. Wtnnlett, died In New York 
from blood poisoning, Aug. 9, at the home of 
his brother, Geo. W. Wlnniett, after a short 
illness. Tbe deceased was one of the four 
Wlnniett brothers, and was forty-three years 
of age. Pnneral services were held Aug. 12, 
and the body Interred In the family plot In 
Cypress Hills Cemetery, Brooklyn, N. Y. His 
widow and two small children survive him, 
one, a boy, born two days before his death. 

Ckarlesj F, PIckerlsiK, nged fifty-five 
years, died last week. In Mllford, Mass. Mr. 
Pickering -was a musician, and traveled for 
many years wtth different shows.. Of late 
yeare he was employed in the orchestra at 
the Music Hall, In Mllford. His remains 
were Interred in Vernon Grove Cemetery, that 
city. He left no relatives. 

Nathmmiel D. Jones, a comedian, who 
appeared with Booth, Wallack and Daven- 
port, died at his Summer home In Scltunte, 
Mass., Aug. 15, In his seventy-fourth year. 
He retired from the stage ten years ago, 
after fifty -two seasons of active theatrical 
life. Mr. Jones played in Boston stock com- 
panies In the decade following 1870. and 
later went on the road with the Stetson 
Players. He was also s playwright and a man- 
ager. Por a generation he had been known 
as "Boston's oldest actor.". The illness which 
caused Mr. Jones' death extended over a 

Sit Ion of six years. He leaves a wider* , 
Irs. Mollis Newton Jones, once known as 
one of the Newton Sisters, of the Boston 
Museum Stock Co. He was the son of Dr. 
Jones, of Boston, who was a playwright of 
some note In that city a half century ago, 
many of his productions being presented In 
the Boston Museum, where his son played 
for a number of years. Nathaniel Jones last 
appeared with Jamea A. Heme, In "Sag 
Harbor." 

Ellsnbeth Labarr, a balloonlste, aged 
twenty years, who was engaged to make 
flights at Lake Michigan Park, Muskegon, 
Mich., wa* drowned Sunday, Aug. 11, when 
she descended from the balloon by para- 
chute and landed In Muskegon Lake. Miss 
Lafoarr was born In Belgium, May 10, 1892, 
end before her death lived with her mother. 
Iter father being employed Ja the coal mines 
at Vlrdcn, 111. The family took np their 
!home In Muskegon two years ago. When re- 
covered, che body will be taken to Vlrden for 
burial. 

Jaines Kiiduir, who made and lost sev- 
eral fortunes In theatrical enterprises and 
the stock market, died from cancer of the 
stomach Friday, Aug. 16. at the home of 
John Brander, at Long Beach, L. I. Mr. 
Kllduff was well known along New York's 
Broadway and had many acquaintances In 
the theatrical business. He was a member 
of the Lambs' Club, where he lived for many 
years; the New York Yacht Club, the Larch- 
mont Yacht Club, the Chicago Athletic Club 
and the Duquosne Club, of Pittsburgh. 

Fluyd .Stevens, a musician, aged thirty 
years, was drowned Aug. 13, while In bathing 
at Mackinaw City, Mich. Mr. Stevens was a 
member of the Royal Order of Moose. He 
was a member of the La Vant Company, 
which was playing a week's engagement at 
Mackinaw City at the time of bis death.
